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Il^T^ODUCTION 


The  Alliance  for  Pro'Tess,  su-^:7;ested  by  President  Kennedy  as  a 
coopiTative  venture  to  remed]^  the  economic  and  social  ills  of  i^atin 
America,  had  gone  into  hi-h  gear  by  the  time  of  the  .^ightii Seminar  on 
the  Acouisition  of  Latin  American  Library  Materials  at  the  University 
of  Vasconsin  in  Itxlison  on  July  11-13,  1963.  Many  research  libraries 
had  stepped  up  their  purchase  of  books  and  journals  from  Latin  America. 
Other  institutions,  for  the  first  time  en^ared  in  Latin  American  studies, 
have  required  their  libraries  to  enlarge  their  holdings  of  publications 
from  Latin  America.  Some  of  these  institutions  have  recently  been  given 
contracts  b-  foundations  or  the  Agency  for  International  jDevolopment  for 
the  improvement  of  universitv  facilities  in  certain  institutions  in ^ 
Latin  America,  and  are  faced  i.dth  the  necessity  of  providing  basic  infor- 
mation to  their  o\-m   staff  on  the  countries  and  institutions  involved. 

Some  66  representatives  of  34  different  institutions  took  part  in 
the  -i;ighth  Seminar,  including  9  new  institutions  v;hich  had  not  ^heretofore 
participated  in  the  Seminars,  and  four  participants  from  outside  conti- 
nental United  States. 

Liiring  the  year  preceding-  the  jlighth  Seminar,  the  Pan_ American  Union 
issued  The  .^eminajr_s__qn  th^jj;C2uisi^^^ 

rials: k   Seven-Year  .^leport,  19 56" to  i9_62  (  'ashington,  JJ.C,  1962, 

.^studios  Bibliotecarios  no.  4).  The  report  stressed  the  various  achieve- 
ments of  the  Seminars  (referred  to  informalljr  as  SALlLf-'i)  in  the^micro- 
cop-'An^-  of  Latin  American  publications,  in  cooperative  acquisitions 
projects,  in  new  bibliographic  services  and  compilations,  and  in  the 
exchange  of  publications.  It  pointed  out  Tiorks  in  progress  and  problems 
yet  to  be  resolved. 

Ti/o  topics  were  selected  for  special  study  by  the  Jiighth  Seminar, 
in  accordance  mth  earlier  practicie,  the  problems  related  to  acquisi- 
tion from  Brazil  and  to  the  procurement  of  of f iciaj^^TJ^li^jL^iglls. ^-    The 
policy  and  practice  of  libraries  in  the  U.  S.  in  the  acquisition  of 
materials  from  Brazil  were  analyzed  in  a  working  paper  entitled 
"Acquisition  of  Research  Materials  from  Brazil,"  by  Peter  de  la  Garza 
on  the  basis  of  returns  from  a  questionnaire.  In  anticipation  of  the 
need  for  more  specific  information  on  current  publishing  in  the  various 
parts  of  the  vast  subcontinent  which  is  Brazil,  Dr.  A.  iJilliam^Bork  xfas 
asked  by  the  Seminars  to  seek  the  means  to  do  such  a  survey.  ^This  was 
made  possible  by  Stechert-Hafner  which  financed  Dr.  Bork's  trip  to 
Brazil  as  a  means  of  establishing  contacts  for  the  procurement  of   _  _ 
Brazilian  publications  through  their  Latin  American  Cooperative  Acquisi- 
tions Project  (LACaP).  A  preliminary  report  was  received  from  Dr.^^Bork 
from  Brazil,  but  his  participation  in  and  a  full  reporting  at  the  Eighth 
Seminar  were  made  impossible  by  his  illness  in  Brazil.

The  study  preparsd  hy   Dr.  William  V.  Jackson  on  "American  Library 
Resources  for  Brazilian  Studies"  provided  background  information  on  most 
of  the  important  collections  in  the  U.3.  oteps  were  recommended  by  the 
Seminar  to  procure  additional  inforra£ition  from  other  institutions  so 
that  the  study  v/ould  provide  as  comolete  a  picture  as  possible.  Hope 
was  expressed  by  the  Seminar  that  Dr.  Jackson  would  be  able  to  continue 
his  review  of  resources  in  U.S.  libraries  for  the  study  of  all  countries 
of  Latin  .America, 

Background  studies  for  the  use  of  the  Seminar  were  prepared  by 
Brazilians  and  issued  as  working  papers  of  the  oerninar:  b;  iibner  Lellis 
Correa  Vicsntini,  "Present  Status  of  jixchange  of  Publications  in  Brazil;" 
by  the  Institute  Brasileiro  de  Bibliografia  e  DocumentaqUo,  "Brazilian 
Institutions  Offering  Photographic  i^acilities  for  Document  Copying;"  and 
by  Laura  Garcia  Moreno  Russo,  "iijitradas  de  entidades  governamentais  do 
Brasil:  List  of  Headings  for  Brazilian  Government  Agencies." 

A  useful  complement  to  the  working  paper  on  J3razilian  resource 
materials  was  the  91 -page  photocopied  list  prepared  by  LV.  IJettie  Lee 
Benson  of  catalog  cards  representing  "Recent  Brazilian  ^acquisitions, 
Latin  /'.merican  Collection,  University  of  Texas"  divided  into  25  subjects^ 
and  totalling  some  2,000  items.  Copies  of  the  list  were  distributed  to 
participants  in  the  Seminar. 

Further  information  on  publishing  in  Brazil  vra.s  supplied  as  an  annex 
to  Seminar  docujnentation  by  the  U.S.  Information  Agency  in  the  form  of  a 
survey  made  by  Albert  Van  Nostrand  entitled  Ma.jor  Book  Markets  in  South 
America:  Reports  to  the  U.S.  Informa.tion  Ap:ency;  Argentina «  Chile,  Lima 
and  Bogota,  Brazil,  The  Brazilian  Universit:/.  Attention  vra.s  called  to 
the  publication  of  an  article  by  iiidson  Nery  da  Ponseca,  "Panorama  da 
bibliografia  brasileira  corrente"  in  the  Handbook  of  Latin  American 
Studies  no.  23  (l96l,  pp.  401-406). 

Official  publications  of  the  Latin  American  governments  and  their 
procurement  by  libraries  in  the  United  States  had  occupied  the  time  and 
attention  of  various  staff  members  of  the  University  of  Florida  Libraries' 
staff  diirin,r  the  two  years  preceding  the  Eighth  Seminar.  To  a  limited 
extent,  the  result  of  their  work  and  research  was  manifest  in  the  follow- 
ing working  papers:   "Latin  iWerican  Serial  Documents:  VJhat  Form  of 
ICntry,  Uhat  is  Official?"  by  Jean  Hixson;  "Bibliografias  sobre  publica- 
ciones  oficiales  de  la  America  Latina"  by  Fermin  Peraza;  and  "Introduc- 
tion to  Lists  of  Latin  ilmerican  Serial  Docuiaents  ;vith  Special  Jmphasis 
on  Brazil,  Colombia,  and  Venezuela"  by  Frances  Apperson.  iimma  Montgomery 
and  Sandra  Brenner  of  the  Library;-  of  Congress  staff  combined  the  problems 
of  the  ti'io   topics  under  consideration  by  the  Seminar  in  a  paper  on 
"Acquisition  of  Brazilian  Official  Publications:  i"4onograDhs. "

Under  the  general  supervision  of  :jta.n}.ey   ■..est,  Chairman  of  an  Ad  Hoc 
Committee  on  Official  Pubiications,  and  with  the  full  cooperation  of  the 
Documents  Department  ^taff  of  the  University  of  i^orida  Libraries^  l^s. 
Rosa  Q.  Mesa  compiled  from  various  sources  the  holdint-^s  of  certain  U.S. 
libraries  of  official  serials  from  Brazil,  Colombia  and  Venezuela,  these 
countries  being  the  last  under  stud:/  by  the  Seminars,  a  few  photocopies 
of  the  compilations  xirere  available  for'  consultation  hy   the  Seminar  par- 
ticipants, and  to  determine  the  feasibility  of  continuing  and  completing 
the  project. 

In  addition  to'  the  discussion  of  problems  regarding  the  procurement 
of  publications  from  Brazil  and  of  official  publications  in  general,  the 
Eighth  Seminar  re\TLewed  the  progress  made  during  the  year  on  the  recom- 
mendations of  previous  seminars  and  library  and  bibliographic  develop- 
ment in  Latin  ."merica.  The  following  regular  annual  reports  vrere  prepared 
and  issued  as  T/orking  papers  for  this  purpcjse:   "i°rogress  report  on  the 
Seminars...,"  by  Marietta  Daniels;  "Significant  Acquisitions  of  Latin 
American  Material  by  U.S.  Libraries,"  by  Dorothy  Keller;  "A  Selective 
List  of  Latin  American  Bibliographies  Appearing  in  1962, "  by  George 
Grossman;  "Library  and  Bibliographic  Activities  in  the  Caribbean, "  by 
liinid  M.  Baa;  and  "Archives  in  the  Leeward  Islands,"  by  ^.C  Baker. 
"Current  Bibliography  in  Chile, "  by  Blanca  Matas,  was^reouested  by  an 
earlier  Seminar  and  issued  as  a  world.ng  paper  of  the  Eighth. 

The  Seventh  Seminar  had  resolved  to  abolish  existing  committees 
and  subcommittees  and  to  create  onlj  tvio   permanent  standing  committees 
in  addition  -;:o  a  new  "Steering  Comriiittee"  to  replace  the  former  "Organiz- 
ing Committee,"  The  Eighth  Seminar,  therefore,  agreed  upon  the  composi- 
tion of  a  new  Committee  on  Bibliography,  i-dth  Irene  Zimmerman  as 
Chairman,  and  of  a  new  Committee  on  Acquisitions,  vitth   Nettie  Lee  Benson 
as  Chairm£',n  and  with  the  Farmington  Plan  Subcommittee  on  Latin  j^erica 
members  as  ex  oficio  members.  Two  new  members -at -large  were  added  to 
the  Steering  "Committee :  Alice  Ball  and  A.¥.  Bork.  The  chairmen  of  the 
new  comjTiittees  are  also  ex  oficio  members  of  the  Steering  Committee. 

An  Ad  hoc  Committee  on  Official  Publications  ^^ras  named,  under  the 
chairmanship  of  illiam  Xurth  to  continue  the  study  especially  of 
official  serials  and  to  encourage  the  production  of  government  adminis- 
tration manuals. 

The  old  committees  met  before  the  first  session  of  the  Eighth 
Session  and  dissolved  themselves.  The  nevj  committees,  v/hose  composition 
is  reported  on  page   ,  met  immediately  to  discuss  their  future  program 
and  activities,  ^'^eports  on  their  new  plans  were  given  during  the  sessions 
of  the  Seminar.  The  Steering  Committee  informed  the  participants  of  a 
proposal  to  enlarge  the  scope  of  the  Seminars  after  the  conclusion  of  the 
review  of  SAL^LM  accomplishments  at  the  Tenth  Seminar  in  1965  to  include 
other  aspects  of  inter-. -meri can  library  affairs,  as  i/ell  as  problems  of 
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acquisition  and  bibliography.  To  that  end  it  proposed  to  create  a  new 
general  Committee  on  Library  Organization  and  Personnel,  perhaps  at  the 
Ninth  Seminar, 

As  a  result  of  its  deliberations,  the  Eighth  Seminar  adopted  34 
resolutions  to  acknoi^dedge  accomplishments  and  to  request  future  action 
dealing  especially  with  the  following  topics:  1)  acquisition  matters; 
2)  bibliographic  matters;  3)  official  publications;  4)  photoduplication; 
5)  library  matters;  and  6)  organizational  matters. 

The  time  and  place  of  convocation  of  the  Ninth  Seminar  vjers  left 
for  determination  subsequent  to  the  meeting,  but  there  v/as  an  e^q^ression 
of  preference  for  a  meeting  prior  to  the  annual  meeting  of  aLA  and  at  a 
place  convenient  to  St.  Louis.

Robert  L.  Clodius,  academic  Vice-President  of  the  University  of 
■Wisconsin,  gave  a  cordial  welcome  to  the  Seminar  at  the  first  meeting, 
held  in  the  Wisconsin  Center  on  the  Madison  campus.  I-'r.  Clodius  empha- 
sized the  long  tradition  of  academic  freedom  at  the  University,  which 
— to  a  far  greater  extent  then  is  true  of  many  state  universities—is 
adjninistered  at  its  highest  levels  b^'"  members  of  the  faculty.

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After  establishing  the  ground  rules  under  which  the  meeting  v;ould 
be  conducted,  Mr.  iJilr3us  called  upon  ioarietta  Daniels,  Permanent  decre- 
tary  of  SAIALM,  for  a  resume  of  the  status  of  action  on  recommendations 
made  at  previous  Seminars.  Miss  Daniels  noted  the  greatly  accelerated 
activity  in  the  field  of  Latin  American  studies  in  the  U.S.  as  a  direct 
result  of  the  Alliance  for  Progress  and  summarized  some  of  the  more 
important  nev/  programs  of  international  and  U.S.  government  agencies. 
Of  special  interest  to  the  Seminars  are  the  study  on  public  and  school 
libraries  prepared  by  the  Library  Development  Program  at  the  request  of 
the  OAS  Education  Task  Force  for  the  1963  meeting  in  Bogota  of  Ministers 
of  Education;  the  AID  programs  relating  to  production  of  books,  educa- 
tional facilities,  university  libraries  and  literacy  campaigns;  and 
three  UNESCO-sponsored  meetings  of  Latin  iimerican  librarians.  For  a 
detailed  summary  of  SALkIM  activities  since  the  Seventh  Seminar  Hiss 
Daniels  referred  the  participants  to  her  vrorking  paper  (no,  1). 

Professor  William  Jackson,  in  charge  of  local  arrangements  for  the 
Seminar,  announced  that  in  the  course  of  gathering  raa.terial  for  his 
working  paper  (no.  12)  he  had  discovered  that  the  University  of  Texas 
had  a  issued  a  report  on  recent  Brazilian  publications  acquired  for  its 
Latin  iimerican  collection.  A  limited  number  of  copies  i^rere  made  available 
to  institutions  participating  in  the  Seminar. 


ACQUISITIONS  PROBLEMS 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Accuisitions 
Mrs.  Dorothy  Keller 

Mrs.  Keller  announced  the  formation  of  the  nev/  Committee  on 
Acquisitions  (Nettie  Lee  Benson,  Chairman)  pursuant  to  Resolution  31 
of  SAL/ILM  VII  (see  list  of  members  of  nev/  --eminar  Committees  appended 
to  present  report).  Miss  Daniels  suggested  that  the  information  on  the 
com-oooition  of  the  Committee  be  sent  to  Library  Resources  and  Technical 
Services  for  publication. 

On  the  basis  of  experience  in  cora^piling  her  worldng  paper,  Mrs. 
Keller  recommended  that  a  circular  letter  be  sent  to  participating 
institutions  for  information  on  nex-r  microfilming  projects  in  which  they 
are  engaged,  mth  the  object  of  minimizing  needless  duplication;  she 
found,  for  example,  that  both  the  University  of  Caliform.a  (Berkeley) 
and  the  University  of  Texas  were  engaged  in  filming  the  Gaceta  de  I^iadrid. 
She  emphasized  that  this  would  not  conflict  vdth  Mr.  Diaz'  progress 
report  on  microfilming  projects  already  completed.  Miss  Suzanne  Hodgman 
V7as  suggested  as  someone  v/ho  could  be  responsible  for  circulating  the 
questionnaire.  14r.  Barry  recommended  that  the  information  on  current 
projects  should  be  forwarded  to  the  Microfilm  Clearing  House  at  the 
Library  of  Congress. 
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l^Irs.  Keller  noted  that  there  seemed  to  be  some  confusion  on  the  part 
of  responding  libraries  as  to  the  scope  of  and  person  responsible  for  the 
various  questionnaires  on  significant  neu  acquisitions,  on  acquisitions 
policies  and  practices,  and  on  holdings  of  materials  on  the  country  cur- 
rently being  covered  by  the  Seminar.  In  general  discussion  by  Mrs.  Keller, 
Miss  i^aniels  and  Mr.  Peter  de  la  Garza  it  uas  agreed  that  the  question- 
naires should  be  reT^rritten  to  eliminate  such  confusion,  and  that  more 
explicit  instructions  be  given  for  the  return  of  the  questionnaires.

See  Vforking  Paper  l:I.2.b  for  summary  of  activities.  >tr.  West 
reported  that  most  institutions  \n.th   Brazilian  area  pro^Tams  are  not 
happy  X'dth  the  amoujit  of  material  thej^  are  receiving;  the  most  frequent 
complaint  is  on  dealer  performance,  particularly  vdth  regard  to  non- 
commercial publications.  To  enable  institutions  T-dth  primary  FP  respon- 
sibility for  Latin  /imerican  countries  to  improve  their  sources  of  acqui- 
sition, the  Library  of  Congress  and  U.S.  l^ook  ilbcchange  are  cooperating 
in  a  program  of  circulating  country  lists  of  LC  duplicates  of  Latin 
American  books,  and  libraries  idth  primary  responsibility  for  a  given 
area  receiving  first  preference  in  distribution. 

Miss  Daniels  raised  the  question  of  secondary  responsibility'-. 
Mr,  Coppola  said  that  a  number  of  U.S.  libraries  have  made  their  oim 
arrangements  ^dth  L-iCAP  and  are  buying  all  materials  from  a  given  area, 
regardless  of  their  FP  commitments.  After  further  discussion,  it  vias 
generally  agreed  that  some  libraries  mistakenly  assume  that  there  are^ 
FP  dealers  in  Latin  America  who  should  send  them  all  materials  in  their 
subject  specialities.  Mr.  l/illiam  Kurth  questioned  if  there  should  be 
such  a  thing  as  secondary  responsibility.  To  clarify  the  matter,  I-ir. 
Jackson  re-defined  the  original  intent  and  scope  of  the  Farmington  Plan. 
There  are  two  kinds  of  responsibility;  1)  by  subject,  for  countries  of 
l/estern  Europe  that  already  have  a  strong  book  trade,  and  2)  by  country 
or  geographical  area  for  those  countries  where  the  book  trade  is  less 
developed,  e.g.,  Latin  America. 

Mr.  ^Test  noted  that  suggestions  have  been  made  that  the  Farmington 
Plan  should  include  newspapers  in  its  purviexf,  a  quite  new  approach. 
Miss  Daniels  asked  whether  significant  collections  of  periodicals  should 
not  be  included  in  the  reports  to  SALiLM  on  major  resources  of  partici- 
pating institutions.  I'lr.  Jackson  thought  that  consideration  of  this 
question  might  be  deferred  until  the  publication  of  the  new  Union  List 
of  Serials . 
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Latin  American  ^acquisitions  Pro.ject  (LA CAP) 
Dominick  Coppola 

See  ''orking  Paper  1:I.2.C  for  siimrnary  of  activities.  Mr.  Coppola 
touched  briefly  on  the  more  important  aspects  of  LACAP's  program,  noting 
especially  that  Stechert-Hafner's  new  monthly  lists  of  ne\i  acquisitions 
are  providing  prompt  information  on  current  titles  received.  Among  the 
new  institutions  purchasing  under  La.ChP  are  Yale,  Princeton,  the  Joint 
University  Libraries  in  Nashville,  and  the  University  of  Buffalo, 
Despite  continuing  efforts,  there  are  still  problem  areas,  e.5,,  i^icuador, 
although  that  country  has  been  visited  3  times  by  L/ICAP  agents.  Dr.  A. 
^?illiam  Bork  is  currently  in  Brazil  looking  into  the  situation  there,  and 
has  prepared  a  preliminary  report  on  his  findings  (see  VJorking  Paper  no. 
14).  Mr.  ^;ilgus  felt  that  Stechert-Hafner  should  be  congratulated  for 
its  excellent  results  with  LICAP. 

Miss  Daniels  referred  to  a  recommendation  of  the  7th  Seminar  (CG-18) 
that  LACAP  provide  cataloging  service  for  the  books  it  supplies.  She 
cited  Colombia  as  a  possible  test  area,  inasmuch  as  it  enjoys  good  biblio- 
graphic control  through  the  annual  bibliography  issued  by  the  Institute 
Caro  J   Cuervo.  In  response  to  her  request  for  comments,  14r.  West  ques- 
tioned whether  a  library  i^uld  accept  someone  else's  cataloging.  Itiss 
Imogene  Hixson  (University  of  Florida)  said  they  do  their  own  cataloging, 
but  would  vjelcome  any  information  they  could  get.  Mr.  Howard  Cline  also 
felt  that  most  libraries  vrauld  prefer  to  do  their  o\\fn  cataloging j  for 
those  who  wish  to  use  outside  cataloging,  he  pointed  out  over  50^/o  of 
the  Library  of  Congress'  Latin  American  acquisitions  are  purchased  from 
the  Huntington  Fund  and  therefore  receive  rush  processing.  Consequently, 
most  LACAP  titles  are  included  in  the  National  Union  Catalog  idthin  a 
very  short  time  after  they  are  received  by  lic. 

Photoduplication  Activities  in  General 
Albert  J.  Diaz

announced  that  the  Microcard  edition  of  Working  Papers  and  Final  Reports 
of  the  first  six  SALALMs.  reported  in  1.V.2,  had  already  appeared  at 
A2.00  for  the  set. 


Microfilm  Activities  of  the  University  of  Florida 
Irene  Zimmerman 

See  Working  Paper  l:V,6-7.  Miss  Irene  Zimmerman  asked  Mr.  West  to 
report  on  the  University's  Rockefeller  Foundation-sponsored  project  for 
the  filming  of  West  Indian  government  publications.  Mr.  l/est  said  that 
the  project  as  originally  planned  has  been  completed  except  for  Barbados, 
which  was  overlooked  through  a  misunderstanding  with  the  University  of 


the  Ifest  Indies.  Althou;;^h  a  set  of  the  Bar^r-ados  ofricial  nev/spaper  has 
been  located,  the  filming  must  a^rait  the  availability  of  additional 
funds.  14iss  Zimmerman  reported  that  University  of  Florida/Micro  Photo, 
Inc.  project  for  the  microfiche  edition  of  current  journals  would  shortly 
begin  vdth  the  filming  of  a  selection  of  the  most  important  titles  in- 
cluded in  the  Index  to  Latin  American  Periodical  Literature,  1929-60., 
mth  priority  given  to  the  most  frequently  cited  titles,  and  leaving 
aside  journals  in  the  Leavitt  Index,  which  are  being  filmed  by  Lawrence 
S,  Thompson  at  the  University  of  Kentucky, 

Miss  Daniels  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Seminar  the  University 
of  Kansas'  list  of  Latin  American  journals  received,  and  suggested  that 
the  University  be  commended  for  its  publication. 


Ilicrof ilm  Activities  in  the  ■■'est  Jjidleg. 
Gordon  Riramer 

For  a  more  detailed  report  see  Working  Paper  15,   and  i/orlcing  Paper 
10.  Mr,   Rimmer  said  that  ivhile  much  has  been  accomplished  in  retrieving; 
sorting  and  filming  research  materials,  a  great  deal  remains  to  be  done. 
Mr.  3.0.  Baker,  \Jhose   services  were  available  for  only  one  year,  devoted 
all  of  his  time  to  the  Leeimrd  Islands  (St.  Kitts,  Antigua,  Nevis,  etc.) 
and  put  into  usable  state  many  records  going  back  to  the  18th  century; 
most  have  been  listed,  some  of  them  repaired,  and  some  of  them  filmed. 
The  WindT'^rd  Islands  have  been  neglected,  especially  lamentable  in  view 
of  the  frequent  fires  and  hurricanes  which  the  records  have  suffered  m 
the  past,  and  from  which  they  are  always  in  danger. 

On  an  exploratory  tour,  Mr,  Rimmer  nevertheless  found  more  material 
available  than  one  might  expect,  e.g.  a  long  run  of  the  nev/s paper  The^ 
Voice  from  St.  Lucia,  and  in  Grenada  a  very  rich  collection  going  bacxC 
to  1880.  He  feels  that  priority  should  be  given  to  putting  the  material 
in  order  before  commencing  the  work  of  filming.  The  University  does  hope 
soon  to  begin  filjning  the  records  of  Jamaica,  and  to  issue  checklists  for 
some  of  the  material  that  has  been  collected  and  organiz-ed,  ¥^.   Riramer 
noted  an  encouraging  tendency  among  the  West  Indian  governments  to  set  up 
committees  responsible  for  their  archives,  in  contrast  to  the  neglect  of 
previous  years".  Several  of  the  islands  are  also  trying  to^  recall  some 
of  their  historical  materials  now  in  the  United  Kingdom.  Mr.  Rimmer 
urged  that  every  effort  be  made  to  obtain  funds  to  finance  another  year 
of  intensive  work  by  l^Ir.  Baker. 

Mr.  Riramer  then  responded  to  several  questions  from  the  floor  re- 
garding archives  in  Castries,  British  Honduras,  and  Tobago.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Bibliography 
A.  Curtis  VJilgus 

Mr.  V7ilgus  announced  the  forrac'.tion  of  the  new  Committee  on  Bibliog- 
raphy, as  recommended  in  Resolution  31  of  the  7th  Seminar.  Irene 
Zimmerman  of  the  University  of  Florida  ivas  appointed  Chairman  (see  list 
of  members  of  new  Committees  appended  to  this  report).  For  a  summary 
report  on  the  activities  of  the  old  Coinmittee,  Mr.  V/ilgus  referred  the 
participants  to  pp.  IO-I5  of  WorldLng  Paper  No.  1.  He  expressed  some 
pessimism  over  the  relatively  small  amount  that  has  been  accomplished 
since  the  previous  Seminar,  and  felt  that  this  v/as  perhaps  attibutable 
to  the  ambitiousness  of  some  of  its  projects.  Nothing  concrete  has 
developed  on  the  proposed  Center  for  Bibliographic  Coordination  for  the 
Caribbean  since  the  Kingery-Daniels  exploratory  mission  to  Puerto  Rico 
in  1961.  Mr,  Wilgus  called  upon  Enid  Baa  for  her  observations,  inasmuch 
as  she  has  been  very  closely  concerned  in  the  matter  since  its  inception. 

Miss  Baa  remarked  that  bibliography  in  the  Caribbean  faces  two  large 
problems,  1)  financing  and  2)  organization.  To  be  a  sucess,  a  Center 
must  be  put  on  a  paying  basis.  Further  efforts  must  be  made  to  obtain 
funds  from  governments,  foundations,  universities,  etc,  to  organize  and 
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keep  the  Center  going  xintil  it  can  become  self-supporting.  The  Center 
should  aim  for  a  comprehensive  bibliographic  service  instead  of  the 
specialized  and  partial  coverage  which  exists  now.  Further,  the  com- 
pilation and  dissemination  of  bibliographic  information  must  be  tied 
to  distribution  of  publications,  because  the  publication  of  a  bibliog- 
raphy itself  creates  a  demand;  this  is  especially  true  for  non- 
commercial materials,  Mr.  Wilgus  proposed  that  immediate  action  be 
taken  to  get  the  project  moving,  and  suggested  that  Mss  Baa  be  ap- 
pointed coordinator. 

In  carr3n.ng  out  the  proposal  for  a  survey  of  publications  by  busi- 
ness firms  with  Latin  American  interests  (Ca-5,  CG-20),  over  500  ques- 
tionnaires had  been  mailed  soliciting  information.  liJhile  only  57 
replies  were  received,  of  i^ich  19  were  positive,  it  is  at  least  a 
beginning,  and  served  the  additional  purpose  of  publicizing  the  activi- 
ties of  the  Seminars,  On  the  survey  of  Latin  American  bibliographies 
in  progress  (CG-6),  the  available  information  has  been  included  in  the 
Flemion-4iacLeod  Survey  of  Investigations  in  Progress  in  the  Field  of 
Latin  American  Stu_d.ies  published  by  the  Pan  American  Union  in  late  1962. 

Projects  needing  further  development  are:  l)  obtaining  the  support 
of  the  U.S.  government  or  business  firms  for  the  comprehensive  Caribbean 
bibliographic  center;  2)  strengthening  national  bibliographies;  3)  a 
quarterly  report  on  Latin  American  bibliographies  appearing  in  books  and 
periodicals — perhaps  tliis  might  be  put  aside  for  the  time  being;  4)  revi- 
sion of  the  Jones  Bibliography  of  Latin  American  Bibliographies  on  which 
Arthur  3,  Gropp  is  currently  working.  In  closing,  Mr.  Wilgus  suggested 
that  the  new  Committee  should  concentrate  on  2  or  3  feasible  projects 
rather  than  spread  itself  too  thin,  A  brief  discussion  ensued  on  whether 
the  bibliographic  survey  of  business  firms  should  include  others  than 
those  from  the  U.S.,  Canada  and  Puerto  Rico,  It  was  agreed  that  this 
might  follow  as  a  second  stage  of  the  project  after  the  first  survey  has 
been  successfully  completed. 

Survey  of  Latin  American  Bibliography 

Miss  Daniels  felt  that,  Mr.  Wilgus'  disclaimers  notmthstanding, 
the  Committee  on  Bibliography  accomplished  much  during  its  relatively 
short  existence.  In  the  matter  of  raising  funds,  she  thought  that  both 
governments  and  foundations  are  more  inclined  to  give  funds  to  institu- 
tions rather  than  loosely-organized  bodies  such  as  SALAIJyi.  The  Pan 
American  Union's  library  and  bibliographic  programs  (Ca-ll)  are  gaining 
more  recognition  as  the  importance  of  education  for  economic  and  social 
development  becomes  better  understood.  To  attract  funds  a  Pan  American 
Development  Foundation  was  recently  created  to  serve  as  liaison  between 
the  Pan  American  Union  and  plailanthropic  interests.  Brief  progress  re- 
ports were  made  on  the  topics  covered  on  pp.  15-lS  of  Working  Paper  no. 
1,  It  was  announced  that  the  UCLA  index  Latin  America  in  Periodical 
Literature  ceased  publication  with  the  issue  for  June  1963* 
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Dr.  Cline  reported  on  the  biblio  Taphic  activities  of  the  Hispanic 
Foundation  at  the  Library  of  Com-ress.  Among  the  projects  recently  com- 
pleted or  in  progress  are:  a  supplement  of  175-200  items  to  the  American 
Universities  Field  Staff  bibliography  on  Latin  America;  an  index  to  vol- 
umes 1-25  of  the  Handbook  of  Latin  American  Studies;  reprinting  of  vol- 
umes 1-13  of  the  Handbook,  expected  off  the  press  by  December  1963;  a 
2-volume  guide  to  ethno -historical  sources  for  the  Middle  ^imerican 
Research  Institute-sponsored  Handbook  of  Middle  American  Indians;  a  sup- 
plement of  almost  5^000  entries  to  the  1957  list  of  U.3.  books  translated 
into  Spanish  and  Portuguese,  to  be  published  in  Fall  of  1963;  a  guide  to 
Latin  American  historical  literature  (10,000-12,000  annotated  entries), 
projected  for  1967  publication;  a  guide  to  the  400-odd  special  collections 
of  Hispanic  material  in  the  Library  of  Congress;  a  guide  to  transcript  and 
manuscript  Latin  American  collections  in  the  U.S.;  a  project  for  collating, 
collecting  and  publishing  the  Relaciones  goograficas  of  Philip  II;  a  proj- 
ect for  compiling  a  guide  to,  and  perhaps  filming,  the  Luis  Dobes  Segreda 
collection  of  Costa  Pdcan  material  in  the  Library  of  Congress,  possibly  in 
collaboration  vrith  the  University  of  Kansas,  x-jhich  has  a  primary  interest 
in  Costa  Rica;  a  directory  of  Latin  American  specialists  in  the  U.S.;  and 
a  bibliography  of  Ladino  books,  soon  to  be  published. 

Miss  Zimmerman  noted  the  current  lack  of  a  general  bibliography  on 
Latin  America  and  suggested  that  perhaps  the  Latin  American  part  of  the 
AUFS  bibliography  or  of  the  AHA  Guide  to  Historical  Literature  might  be 
published  separately. 

Miss  Baa  reported  that  the  Current  Caribbean  Bibliography  for  1959- 
1961  is  due  in  late  I963,  and  idll  contain  nearly  2,500  entries.  The 
scope  of  the  CCB  has  been  extended;  it  vdll  nov;  include  books  published 
elsewhere  about  the  Caribbean,  as  xfell  as  Caribbean  imprints,  and  will 
also  have  a  section  listing  over  4OO  theses  on  the  Caribbean.  The  new 
volume  will  be  arranged  according  to  the  Universal  Decimal  Classifica- 
tion and  vdll  have  an  index.  A  retrospective  Caribbean  bibliography  is 
contemplated;  a  librarian  in  CuraqSo  is  currently  compiling  one  on  the 
Netherlands  Antilles. 

Dr.  Cline  noted  that  on  the  subject  of  theses,  a  list  of  4OO-5OO 
German-language  ones  on  La-tin  America  (1917  to  date)  was  compiled  at  the 
University  of  Utrecht.  The  Hispanic  Foundation  hopes  to  break  them  down 
by  subject  and  area  and  publish  the  list.  The  Foundation  is  also  con- 
tinuing its  bibliography  of  Russian  vjritings  on  Latin  America. 

Mrs.  Cardona  gave  a  brief  report  on  the  progress  of  the  R.R,  Bowker 
Fichero  Bibliografico  Hispanoamericano  and  Libros  en  Venta.  The  latter 
will  include  books  printed  in  Spain  and  Latin  America  excepting  Brazil. 

Miss  Daniels  closed  the  discussion  on  bibliography  with  a  brief 
report  on  the  -orograms  of  the  University  of  Kansas  (see  I/orking  Paper 
No.  1,11. 2. m).

Activities  of  the  U,S.  Book  iibcchange 
Alice  D.  Ball 

Miss  Ball  remarked  that  the  most  important  recent  Latin  American 
acquisition  at  USBill  was  5  Cubans  added  to  the  staff.  She  described 
the  program  worked  out  Tifith  the  Farmington  Plan  Sub-committee  on  Latin 
American  Acquisitions  for  distributing  LC  duplicates  to  FP  librar- 
ies on  a  first-priority  basis.  In  2  years  a  total  of  A13  titles  have 
been  sent  to  6  FP  libraries  under  the  program.  In  contrast  to  the 
usual  FP  operation,  much  of  this  material  is  retrospective  rather  than 
current,  Tald.ng  first  and  second  offers  together,  90%  of  the  Latin 
American  titles  have  been  purchased  by  pa.rticipating  libraries.  A 
curious  side-effect  is  that  FP  libraries  take  more  publications  outside 
of  their  field  than  in  it.  There  has  been  a  noticeable  increase  in  the 
number  of  special  libraries  sending  in  requests  from  the  second-offer 
lists.  Several  of  these  are  in  institutions  that  had  previously  not 
been  knoxm  to  have  a  particular  interest  in  Latin  /imerica,  USBE  hopes 
to  begin  issuing  more  lists  in  specific  subjects  fields  and  for  spe- 
cific countries  or  geographical  areas. 

The  time  for  adjournment  having  been  reached,  it  ivas  proposed  that 
Miss  Ball  finish  her  report  at  the  next  session.

Activities  of  the  U.S.  Book  ibcchanr^e  (Continued) 
Alice  D.  Ball 

As  well  as  distributing  more  Latin  American  publications  in  the  U.S. 
than  before,  USBE  has  also  been  sending  many  more  U.S.  materials  abroad. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  alD  contract  with  \J3B^  ^.vill  be  expanded,  especially 
in  Latin  America,  very  possible  as  an  offshoot  of  the  Alliance  for  Prog- 
ress. A  useful  SAL/\.IM  report  might  be  one  on  the  participation  of  for- 
eign, e.g.,  Russian,  libraries  in  USBJii's  distribution  of  Latin  American 
publications.  Latin  American  libraries  should  eijcpress  their  interest  in 
USBE's  programs  to  the  appropriate  State  Department  authorities;  the 
programs  also  need  publicizing  in  some  Latin  American  countries  v/here 
they  are  not  sufficiently  known.  It  is  especially  important  that  ad- 
ministrators of  local  AID  and  UoI3  missions  be  made  a\>ra.re  of  USBj^i's 
services. 

Mr.  '>fest  and  Mrs.  Keller  felt  itLss  Ball  ivas  unnecessarily  modest  in 
her  estimate  of  USBil's  assistance  to  Farmington  Plan  libraries,  noting 
that  the  prim^Lry-responsibility  libraries  already  have  strong  acquisi- 
tions programs,  so  that  what  they  obtain  from  USBjL  is  material  they  have 
been  unable  to  get  through  the  usual  channels.  Miss  Ziinmerman  further 
noted  that  USBE  enables  libraries  to  acquire  second  copies  useful  for 
inter-library  loan  and  other  purposes,  l^liss  Daniels  proposed  that  in 
expression  of  appreciation  of  USBIi's  services  be  directed  to  aID,  and 
that  AID  be  urged  to  publicize  and  utilize  USBE  to  a  greater  extent. 
She  noted  that  the  Department  of  State  had  sent  a  partici^^Dant  to  the 
present  Seminar  and  hoped  that  it  signified  a  greater  concern  \-n.th  Latin 
•''^merica. 


Library^  Bibliographic  and  Microphotography 

Activities  in  the  Caribbean 
Enid  Baa 

IJhile  there  are  numerous  microfilm  facilities  scattered  throughout 
the  Caribbean,  many  of  the  islands  still  lack  equipment  of  any  kind. 
Some  programs  are  just  getting  under  weigh,  e.g.,  on  Trinidad,  where  the 
University  is  filming  for  the  Caribbean  Organization  a  catalog  on  insects 
and  insect  pests.  The  Netherlands  Antilles,  Puerto  Rico  and  Virgin 
Islands  have  set  up  new  microfilm  units,  and  the  latter  has  also  put  in 
a  processing  unit  as  well.  The  Virgin  Islands  land  records,  and  all  news- 
papers from  the  earliest  to  the  present  have  been  filmed  for  the  St.  Thomas 
Public  Library. 
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The  proposed  Caribbean  Library  Conference,  scheduled  for  19^3^  has 
had  to  be  postponed  for  lack  of  funds.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Conference 
can  be  held  in  I964,  perhaps  on  a  smaller  scale  than  originally  envis- 
aged. Financial  support  is  being  sought  from  the  governments  of  Puerto 
Rico  and  the  Virgin  islands.  For  further  details  on  the  Caribbean 
situation.  Miss  Baa  referred  the  participants  to  ¥orld.ng  Paper  no.  10. 
The  most  urgent  pending  business  is  the  Pilot  Bibliographic  Project. 

Miss  Daniels  suggested  the  compilation  of  a  supplement  to  Iforking 
Paper  no.  10,  specifically  on  microform  activities  in  the  Caribbean. 
Miss  Baa  agreed  that  the  information  could  be  amplified,  and  said  that 
the  topic  -will  be  covered  more  thoroughly  in  next  year's  report. 

Miss  Daniels  concluded  the  Progress  Reports  on  ShLtiM  fiecommenda- 
tions  hy  noting  that  the  Seminars  are  nearing  the  end   of  a  ten-3^ear 
cycle,  and  suggested  that  thought  might  be  given  to  expanding  the  scope 
of  SAIAUyi  to  embrace  general  Latin  American  library  matters.

Mr.  West  opened  the  discussion  vrLth   a  brief  review  of  Farmington 
Plan  policy  on  official  publications.  The  Subcommittee  for  Latin  America 
several  years  ago  recommended  to  FP  libraries  that  they  include  official 
publications  and  new  periodicals  in  their  instructions  to  dealers.  It 
was  soon  realized  that  most  of  the  institutions  needed  more  help  on 
official  publications.  The  6th  SADiLM  recommended  (Ca-24)  that  the 
University  of  Florida  make  a  pilot  study  on  UcS,  holdings  of  Latin 
American  government  publications  and  make  recommendations  for  establishing 
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bibliographic  control  of  this  area.  The  magnitude  of  the  problem  obliged 
the  University  to  limit  its  study  to  Brazil,  Colombia  and  Venezuela,  and 
to  confine  its  survey  of  holdings  to  the  University  itself,  the  Library 
of  Congress  printed  catalog,  and  the  National  Union  Catalog,  supplemented 
by  certain  other  printed  catalogs  and  lists  (see  Working  Paper  no.  16  for 
details). 


Official  Brazilian  Monographs 
Emma  Montgomery 

Miss  Montgomery  referred  participants  to  Working  Paper  no.  6  for  the 
results  of  the  Library  of  Congress'  study,  commenting  on  the  lack  of  bib- 
liographic information  in  this  area.  Much  of  the  material  is  available 
only  on  exchange  and  consequently  the  information  often  does  not  find  its 

v;ay  into  bibliographies  and  dealer  catalogs.  Despite  this,  a  certain 
amount  of  the  m^^terial  can  be  secured  only  by  purchase. 

The  discussion  reverted  to  the  Universit3'-  of  Florida,  study  on  offi- 
cial serials.  Mrs.  Mesa  T,ms  asked  for  comments  on  the  problems  entailed 
in  compiling  the  lists.  She  cited  the  usu?.l  ones  of  variation  in  entry, 
errors  in  title  and  lack  of  adequate  bibliographic  information. 

Mr.  Randall  inquired  whether  Falls  City  Microcard  intends  to  put 
the  annual  reports  of  government  ministries  on  Microcard.  Miss  Daniels 
understood  this  to  be  the  case,  and  noted  that  they  also  hope  to  film 
statistical  publications.  RepljrLng  to  questions  about  the  quality  and 
availability  of  the  Falls  City  cards,  Mr.  Diaz  said  that  they  are  avail- 
able omly  by  subscription,  with  no  inventory  being  kept,  and  that  the 
quality  of  reproduction  is  good.  He  also  noted  that  the  Leavitt  journals 
are  being  issued  by  the  University  of  Kentucky  on  microfilm,  and  not  on 
Microcard, 


Cataloging  of  Official  Publications 
Jean  Hixon 

The  big  problem  continues  to  be  variation  in  form  of  entry  for 
publications  of  corporate  bodies.  The  proposed  revision  of  the  ALA 
rules  mil  probably  be  of  little  use  in  solving  the  difficulty,  since 
they  will  simply  transfer  the  problem  from  one  place  to  another.  Miss 
Baa  noted  that  in  the  latest  Current  Caribbean  Eibliography  they  have 
partially  circumvented  the  problem  by  entering  corporate  bodies  in  the 
language  of  the  country  of  origin. 

Miss  Daniels  asked  the  University  of  Florida  staff  whether  they 
could  check  the  entities  in  Working  Paper  no.  9  against  the  University's 
form  of  entry.  It?,  '.^est  said  it  wuld  be  up  to  ¥irs.   Mesa  and  Miss  Apperson< 
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The  -or  obi  em  is  always  sufficient  time  and  pgrsonr.el.  Ideally,  money 
should  be  m.ade  available  for  thorough  chec!:inri  by  other  libraries.  A 
good  start  xrauld  be  to  have  the  University  of  Florida  lists  reproduced 
and  checked.  We  should  try  to  assure  that  one  library  or  another  has  a 
copy  of  each  title  which  could  be  used  for  making  up  a  complete  run. 

Another  handicap  is  the  lack  of  government  organization  manuals 
for  most  of  the  Latin  >imerican  countries.  A  project  should  be  initiated 
for  getting  such  manuals  of  charts  made  where  needed,  tiiss  Daniels  sec- 
onded the  suggestion  and  broached  the  possibility  of  referring  the 
matter  to  the  Inter-American  Association  of  Archivists  and  to  the  Inter- 
American  -Economic  and  Social  Council,  since  the  manuals  could  be  very 
useful  to  others  than  librarians.  Mr.  17est  asked  Mr.  Luther  Evans 
whether  international  agencies  might  not  be  drawn  upon. 

Mr.  Evans  thought  it  possible,  noting  that  the  UN  library  has  con- 
tacts which  other  libraries  and  organizations  do  not.  He  suggested  that 
appropriate  representations  might  be  made  to  Dr.  Joseph  Groesbeck,  and 
to  the  UNESCO  Commission  on  Bibliography.  Manuals,  rather  than  charts, 
would  be  most  useful.  Careful  thought  must  be  given  to  the  content  of 
the  manuals,  e.g.,  how  much  information  they  should  include  on  the  ori- 
gin, descent  and  vicissitudes  of  each  agency.  We  must  consider  not  only 
i^hat  is  ideal,  but  also  what  is  achievable.  Miss  Hixon  suggested  using 
some  of  the  good  manuals  already  in  e^cistence  as  models.  Miss  Daniels 
thought  that  an  ad  hoc  Committee  on  Government  Publications  be  made 
responsible  for  drawing  up  recommendations  for  standards  for  such 
manuals,  and  \vras  seconded  by  Mr.  West,  wiio  asked  the  participants  to 
consider  the  recommendations  made  on  page  3  of  Miss  Apperson's  working 
Paper  (no.  16). 

Miss  Dai-iiels  suggested  that  the  question  of  the  ad  hoc  Committee 
on  Government  Publications  be  taken  up  first,  and  asked  l^Ir.  i^vans  \>?hether 
he  xrould  serve  on  it.  He  recommended  Dorothy  Chamberlain  of ^ the  Columbia 
University  Law  Library  as  a  member.  lyir.  Kurth  expressed  an  interest  m 
serving,  and  suggest  d  the  Chilean  government  manual  as  a  point  of _^ depar- 
ture. Mr.  de  la  Garza  proposed  enlisting  the  cooperation  of  schooa.&  of 
Public  Administration  in  the  countries  lacking  manuals.  Mrs.  Cohen  noted 
the  importance  of  standards  for  nmnuals  for  all  developing  countries. 
Miss  Hixon  suggested  starting  with  lists  of  official  headings  that  have 
already  been  completed.  Miss  Zimmerman  suggested  greater  use  of  official 
gazettes  as  sources  of  information  for  the  status  of  official  agencies. 
Dr.  Evans  felt  that  the  compilation  of  rough  drafts  might  stimulate  xur- 
ther  work  in  the  countries  concerned,  l^s.  Keller,  on  asking  v^hether  ohe 
Florida  lists  could  be  circulated  for  checldng,  was  told  by  Mr,  West  that 
any  library  vjhich  would  undertake  the  job  of  checking  was  welcome  to  Keep 
the  list  for  6  months. 
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The  chair  now  took  up  Miss  Apperson's  recommendations  and  asked 
for  conments  and  discussion. 

Rec.^  1:  Serious  consideration  should  be  given  first  to 
spanning  the  gap  beti^feen  Gregory's  List  of  the  Serial  Publica- 
tions of  Foreign  Governments,  1932  and  Mew  Serial  Titles,  1950. 
The  latter  publication  includes  government  serials,  whereas 
the  Union  List  of  Serials  usually  included  them  only  if  they 
were  periodicals. 

Miss  Benson  asked  whether  the  University  of  Florida  lists  aren't 
already  going  beyond  that.  I4iss  Daniels  agreed  but  noted  that  the 
desideratum  is  a  comprehensive  and  up-to-date  list  of  Latin  ;\merican 
government  serials.  lyir.  Jackson  suggested  attacking  the  i^roblem  on  a 
piecemeal  basis  and  thought  it  a  project  in  which  the  Council  on  library 
Resources  might  be  interested. 

Rec .  2 :  It  is  sun;gested  that  monographs  be  excluded  from 
such  a  list.  These  are  treated  as  sepexates  by  the  Library  of 
Congress  and  others,  often  vri.thout  serial  entry.  Also,  series 
issued  by  academic  institutions  should  be  omitted.  These  are 
included  in  the  Union  List  of  Serials,  its  supplements,  and 
Mev;  Serial  Titles. 

Miss  Montgomery  and  Miss  Zimmerman  thought  that  monographs  should 
be  included.  Mss  Benson  noted  that  it  is  frequently  difficult  to  locate 
series  information,  vrfiich  is  sometimes  missing  from  the  piece  itself. 
After  some  discussion,  it  was  agreed  that  the  proposed  lists  should  not 
include  entries  in  either  the  Union  List  of  Serials  or  Nev/  Serial  Titles. 

Recommendations  3,  4  and  5  of  liiss  Apperson's  paper  were  accepted 
without  further  comment.  With  regard  to  pursuing  the  project  of  a  union 
list.  Miss  Daniels  suggested  calling  the  report  to  the  attention  of 
Iibrary_R_e_sjources  and  Technical  Services,  to  the  appropriate  division 
of  ALA,  and  possibly  the  iissociation  of  Research  Libraries  to  stiirailate 
interest  and  elicit  support.  Mr.  'Jest  thought  that  if  the  Florida  lists 
do  not  require  too  much  revision  or  editing  aRL  might  be  able  to  finance 
the  proposal  \d.th  CRL  funds.  In  reply  to  a  question  as  to  hoxir  much  time 
it  would  take  to  cora?:)ile  lists  for  the  other  17  countries,  Mrs.  Mesa 
said  that  it  had  taken  1  person  6  months  full-time  and  a  second  person 
1/4  time  to  do  the  3.  Mr.  Kurth  suggested  making  a  test-run  by  repro- 
ducing one  of  the  lists  and  having  it  checked  by  SALAIM-participating 
libraries.  Mrs.  Keller  questioned  the  xd.sdom  of  extending  the  project 
to  17  other  countries,  and  thought  that  it  would  be  more  practical  to 
refine  the  3  ex3.sting  lists.  After  further  discussion  it  ivas  agreed  that 
the  project  should  be  pursued,  and  that  Mr.  West  would  sound  out  ARL. 
Miss  Benson  volunteered  to  compile  a  list  for  Mexico,  and  Mr.  de  la  Garza 
for  Chile.

Mr.  de  la  Garza  summ3xized  the  results  of  the  questionnaire  used  in 
preparing  Uorlcing  Paper  no.  5  and  invited  comments  and  discussion  on 
the  proposed  recommendations  listed  on  pp.  14-15  of  his  report.  On  ex- 
pansion of  the  Fichero  Bibliografico  Hispanoamericano  (A-2)  Mrs.  Car dona 
and  Dr.  Cline  both  thought  that  Bovricer  is  not  inclined  to  include  Brazil. 
Miss  Benson  suggested  that  it  \vould  be  preferable  to  wrk  for  improvement 
of  the  present  Brazilian  bibliographies  such  as  that  of  the  Biblioteca 
Nacional  rather  than  have  the  Fichero  take  on  more  than  it  is  nov/  doing. 
On  subscriptions  (B-2),  Miss  Benson  expressed  satisfaction  with  the  serv- 
ice given  by  Leite,  and  Miss  Hodgraan  vdth  that  of  Ferreira  Santiago. 
Miss  Zimmerman's  motion  to  eliminate  the  recommendation  was  carried. 

Mr.  Kurth  and  Dr.  Cline  urged  greater  participation  by  American  li- 
braries in  Stechert-Hafner's  L\CAP  project  and  less  dependence  on  local 
dealers,  most  of  whom  are  not  equipped  to  handle  foreign  library  orders. 
Mr.  Kiirth  motion  that  recommendations  B-2  and  B-3  be  set  aside  was  car- 
ried. Mr.  Coppola  said  that  Stechert  is  constantly  seeking  to  expand 
its  Brazilian  coverage  and  can  provide  service  on  individual  requests 
as  well  as  blanl^et  orders.  Stechert  is  hesitant  to  go  extensively  into 
the  field  of  government  publications  for  fear  of  jeopardizing  its  opera- 
tions in  acquiring  commercial  materials. 
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Miss  Daniels  asked  Dr.  Cline  for  information  on  the  proposed  ex- 
change center  for  government  publications  in  Brazil,  It  is  still  in 
the  exploratory  stages,  and  the  subject  of  discussions  between  the 
Library  of  Congress,  the  Association  of  Research  Libraries  and  other 
agencies.  Its  object  is  to  establish  2  primary  acquisitions  centers, 
1  for  Brazil  and  the  other  for  Spanish  America,  both  to  deal  primarily 
mth  government  publications.  At  least  1  copy  of  every  item  acquired 
would  be  rushed  to  LC  for  haste  cataloging.  LC  hopes  to  have  a  meet- 
ing in  early  19^4  with  representatives  of  U.S.  research  libraries  to 
determine  vvhat  they  ^^B.nt  and  jow  far  they  could  support  it  financially. 
Several  feasibility  studies  would  be  required  before  an;j'thing  concrete 
is  done.   Dr.  Cline 's  motion  that  recommendations  C-1,  2  and  3  be 
eliminated  was  carried. 


Survey  of  Brazilian  Resources  in  the  U.S. 
William  V.  Jackson 

Mr.  Jackson  described  the  scope  of  V/orking  Paper  no,  12  and  offered 
to  make  available  to  SALALM  participants  a  supplementary  list  of 
Brazilian  periodicals  giving  holdings  as  indicated  by  responding  li- 
braries. Dr.  Cline  added  that  Mr.  Fernandez  of  MYU  is  compiling  a 
union  list  of  U.S.  holdings  in  Brazilian  linguistics  and  literature. 
As  part  of  its  Middle  American  Indians  project  the  Hispanic  Foundation 
compiled  a  guide  to  manuscript  and  transcript  collections  on  Latin 
America  in  U.S.  institutions.  Miss  Benson  moved  that  the  Foundation 
publish  the  guide  in  its  bibliographic  series  for  the  use  of  other  li- 
braries. Dr.  Cline  noted  that  14ary  Kahler  of  LC's  Serial  Record  Divi- 
sion recently  completed  a  survey  on  the  Portuguese-language  materials 
in  LC  and  thought  this  might  be  added  to  lir,   Jackson's  supplementary 
list.  Miss  Daniels  recommendation  that  Mr.  Jackson  e:cbend  his  resource 
study  to  other  countries  \ja.s   seconded  by  Miss  Zimmerman. 

Exchange  of  Publications  in  Brazil 
Emma  Montgomery 

In  his  absence.  Miss  Montgomery  summarized  Sr.  Vicentini's  Working 
Paper  no.  7.  Despite  a  discernible  trend  toi^rard  centralization  and 
inter-library  cooperation,  there  is  still  a  lack  of  coordination.  Mr. 
Jackson  noted  that  the  regional  bibliographic  centers  exist  on  paper, 
but  that  most  of  them  are  still  in  an  erabrj'-onic  stage.  Miss  Ball 
remarked  on  the  increasing  use  by  Brazilian  libraries  of  USB^'s  seiTvices. 
Brazil  is  second  only  to  India  in  number  of  participating  institutions. 

Mr.  de  la  Garza  summarized  the  Van  Nostrand  report  on  Major  Book 
Markets  in  South  j\merica  made  to  the  U.S.  Information  Agency.  Of  special 
interest,  in  view  of  the  frequent  complaints  on  poor  mail  service,  is 
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Mr.  Van  Nostrand's  remark  on  p.  21  of  the  report  on  the  Brazilian  Uni- 
versity as  a  Book  Market:   "According  to  the  Fundagao  Getulio  Vargas 
School  of  Business  Administration,  the  federal  mail  admits  to  a  3O70 
loss,  and  if  this  is  the  public  admission,  the  loss  must  actually  be 
higher . " 


General  Ebcchangje  Matters 
Marietta  Daniels 

There  is  increasing  cooperation  between  Brazilian  publishers  and 
librarians;  Liorary  IJeek  is  being  heavily  promoted,  particularly  in 
Sao  Paulo.  Kerimn  Fussier  recently  went  to  the  University  of  Sao  Paulo 
as  a  consultant  on  library  service.  The  Ford  Foundation  has  been 
granting  funds  for  the  support  of  university  presses,  library  cen- 
tralization and  teacher  education.  The  AIA  is  sending  a  3-raan  mission 
to  Brazil  for  2  to  3  weeks  to  review  library  schools.  Minimum  stand- 
ards for  professional  librarians  have  been  legislated,  A  federation  of 
Brazilian  library  associations  x-jas  recently  created  vdth  headquarters 
in  Sao  Paulo.  The  Pan  American  Union  has  just  issued  a  ne\-i  directory 
of  Latin  American  libraries.  Quia  de  bibliotecas  de  i^erJ.c_a_La^ijia 
(Bibliographic  series  no.  51).  Brazilian  library  schools  are  steadily 
improving.  Mr.  Jackson  was  recently  sent  doi-m  by  the  U.S.  government 
to  give  a  short  course  for  the  binational  centers. 


Lh.CAP  Operations  in  Brazil 
Dominick  Coppola 

Mr.  Coppola  referred  to  Dr.  Bork's  preliminary  report  on  his  explora- 
tory mission  to  Brazil.  Stechert  intends  to  devote  much  more  attention 
to  the  area;  Sr.  Guillermo  Baraya  Borda  or  the  Bogota  office  idLll  soon 
make  an  extensive  trip  there.  Leite  is  now  the  principal  LA CAP  agent, 
but  Stechert  will  rely  on  other  dealers  and  some  publishers  as  well. 
Dr.  Bork  will  prepare  a  more  complete  report  on  his  return. 

Miss  Ball  reverted  to  a  suggestion  made  earlier  by  Miss  Zimmerman 
that  the  8th  SALiilM  as  a  gesture  of  solidarity  cable  its  congratulations 
to  the  conference  of  Brazilian  librarians  currently  being  held  in 
Fortaleza.  Miss  Daniels  said  that  the  Steering  Committee  would  act  on 
the  recommendation. 

The  Moderator  noted  that  the  afternoon's  session  had  disposed  of 
all  of  the  agenda  items  scheduled  for  the  8  o'clock  session  that  eve- 
ning, and  asked  for  a  motion  on  i^ether  to  take  up  the  recommendations 
at  the  evening  session  or  to  leave  it  until  next  morning  as  programmed. 
A  motion  in  favor  of  the  former  vjas  carried.

After  introductory  rem^-rks  by  Dr.  Rosa,  Miss  Daniels  announced  the 
composition  of  the  new  committees  (see  annexes  to  this  report). 

The  Rapporteur  read  the  first  group  (nos.  l-ll)  on  Acquisitions 
of  the  proposed  recommendations.  Dr.  Cline  moved  the  adoption  of  nos. 
1-11  and  all  other  resolutions.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried  on 
a  voice  vote.  The  Permanent  Secretary  asked  for  any  additions.  Miss 
Benson  raised  the  question  of  the  time  and  location  for  next  year's 
meeting.  Miss  Daniels  cited  St.  Louis  as  a  possibility  but  noted  that 
all  of  the  local  librarians  will  be  very  busy  with  the  ALA  Convention. 
Other  possibilities  are  the  Universities  of  Missouri,  Kansas  and 
Illinois.  The  Steering  Committee  m.11   consider  the  matter  and  report 
later  to  SALAIM  participants.  It  is  hoped  that  the  9th  Seminar  can 
dispose  of  the  countries  not  yet  taken  up  by  SAL^LM;  these  are  Uruguay, 
Paraguay,  Bolivia,  Peru  and  Ecuador. 

Mr.  Henshaw  made  and  Dr.  Cline  seconded  a  motion  that  no  Seminar  be 
held  next  year  and  that  instead  the  Committees  be  charged  to  investigate 
pending  matters,  citing  the  fact  that  as  scheduled  it  x^uld  mean  having 
2  meetings  within  one  fiscal  year.  Mr.  l.'ilgus  said  the  problem  could  be 
resolved  by  holding  the  Seminar  after  the  ALA  Convention,  v/nich  ivould 
place  the  meeting  in  the  next  fiscal  year.  He  also  expressed  the  fear 
that  SALALM  would  lose  momentum  if  it  did  not  meet  for  2  3''ears,  and 
moved  that  the  previous  motion  be  tabled.  The  motion  to  table  was 
seconded,  voted  and  carried. 

Miss  Daniels  asked  if  anyone  l^dshed  to  move  i^ether  the  9th  ShLkLM 
should  be  held  before  or  after  ALA.  Miss  Ball  moved  that  the  matter  be 
studied  further  by  the  Steering  Committee  and  a  mail  vote  be  taken  to 
determine  the  ^^dshes  of  the  participants.  The  motion  was  voted  and 
carried. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  8th  Seminar  on  the  Acquisitions 
of  Latin  American  Library  Materials  adjourned  sine  die.

The  Seminar  Recoinmends: 

Acquisition  Matters 

1.  That  the  annual  reporting  of  the  Seminars  on  Significant  New 
Acquisitions  of  Latin  American  Materials  be  sent  to  Resources  and  Tech- 
nical Services  and  to  the  Microfilm  Clearing  House  Bulletin  of  the 
Library  of  Congress,  as  well  as  to  Collef^e  and  Research  Libraries. 

2.  That  the  two  questionnaires  for  the  annual  study  of  Current 
Policies  and  Practices 'of  U.  S.  Libraries  in  Acquiring  Materials  from 
specific  countries  under  consideration,  and  for  the  new  annual  survey 
of  resources  for  research  on  the  same  specific  countries,  together  with 
the  questionnaire  on  significant  ne^^r  acquisitions  from  all  countries  of 
Latin  America  be  simplified  as  much  as  possible,  that  there  be  one  mail- 
ing of  the  three  questionnaires,  and  that  a  clear  indication  of  the 
person  to  whom  it  is  to  be  returned  for  analysis  and  reporting  be  made 
on  the  first  page  of  the  questionnaires  as  well  as  in  a  covering  letter. 

3.  That  the  questionnaire  and  the  report  on  current  procurement 
policies  and  practices  include  lists  of  general  subject  areas  and  li- 
braries i\feLch  attanpt  major  coverage  in  those  subjects. 

4.  That  Dr.  William  V.  Jackson  be  commended  on  his  survey  of 
"American  Library  Resources  for  Brazilian  Studies"  and  that  he  be  encour- 
aged to  continue  surveying  resources  for  other  Latin  Merican  area  stuQies. 

5.  That  a  supplement  be  issued  to  Dr.  IJilliam  V.  Jackson's  "American 
Library  Resources  for  Brazilian  Studies"  to  include  location  of  99  Bra- 
zilian journals  in  U.  S.  libraries  and  additional  data  from  the  Library 

of  Congress  compiled  by  Mary  Kahler. 

6.  That  the  U.  S.  Information  Agency  be  thanl-:ed  for  facilitating  the 
distribution  of  Dr.  Van  Nostrand's  report  on  "Major  Book  Markets  in  South 
America"  as  an  annex  to  the  working  papers  of  the  Seminar. 


^  Permanent  Secretary  of  the  Seminars:  Miss  Marietta  Daniels, 
Associate  Librarian  and  Chief,  Library  Development  Program,  Pan  American 
Union. 
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7.  That  the  method  of  report  in'-  on  Farndngton  Plan  acquisitions 
of  Latin  American  materials  be  clarified  for  the  responsible  libraries 
and  that  more  statistical  information  be  made  available  on  the  various 
kinds  of  publications  acquired. 

8.  That  the  proposed  survey  of  the  location  in  U.  S.  libraries  of 
the  most  important  journals  of  Latin  America  be  postponed  pending  the 
issuance  of  the  new  edition  of  the  Union  List  of  Serials. 

9.  That  Stechert-Hafner,  Inc.,  be  commended  again  for  its  LACAP 
service,  that  congratulations  be  extended  to  the  personnel  involved  in 
the  project  since  its  beginning,  and  that  hope  be  expressed  that  it  vd.ll 
continue  to  expand  its  coverage  and  to  experiment  with  new  services  when 
feasible. 

10.  That  Stechert-Hafner  through  LACAP  be  encouraged  to  specialize 
in  subscription  orders  of  Latin  American  periodicals  for  U.S.  libraries, 

11.  That  appreciation  be  expressed  to  AID  for  its  financial  sup- 
port for  the  Latin  American  program  of  USBii),  and  that  the  attention  of 
AID  and  USIA  missions  in  Latin  America  be  called  to  the  important  serv-

12.  That  Enid  Baa  be  made  chairman  of  an  ^d  hoc  subcommittee  to 
explore  further  the  creation  of  a  Pilot  Center  for  Bibliographic  Infor- 
mation for  the  Caribbean,  along  the  terms  developed  in  1961  by  the  SALAL^ 
Committee  on  Bibliography. 

13.  That  the  list  of  U.  S,  firms  doing  business  in  Latin  America 
vrfiich  maintain  publishing  programs  of  interest  to  SALAIM  libraries  be 
completed  and  issued  before  an  effort  is  made  to  collect  information  on 
similar  firms  of  European  origin. 

14.  That  agencies  producing  bibliographies  of  new  publications  be 
encouraged  to  issued  them  as  regularly  and  as  currently  as  possible.

16.  That  the  Library  of  Congress  be  encouraged  to  publish  the  bib- 
liographic references  on  L.  C.  manuscript  collections  compiled  for  work 
on  its  Middle  American  Indian  research  project, 

17.  That  the  usefulness  of  both  Doors  to  Latin  America,  issued  by 
the  Inter-American  Bibliographical  and  Library  Association,  and  the 
American  University  Field  Staff's  A  Select  Bibliography  on  Latin  America, 
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mth  its  supplements  prepared  by  the  Library  of  Congress,  be  pointed^ out 
especially  to  college  and  university  libraries  beginning  the  collection 
of  Latin  American  materials. 

IS,  That  appreciation  be  expressed  to  the  Caribbean  Organization, 
to  the  Pan  American  Uaion,  to  the  R.  R.  Boxvker  Company,  to  the  New  York 
Public  Library,  and  to  Stechert-Hafner,  Inc.,  for  increased  regulariza- 
tion  of  their  respective  publications  of  interest  to  SklAIM  participants. 

19.  That  the  University  of  Kansas  be  commended  on  its  publication 
of  a  list  of  Latin  Merican  journals  received  and  that  other  research 
libraries  be  encouraged  to  do  the  same.

24.  That  the  Ad  hoc  Committee  on  Official  Publications  be  continued^ 
so  as  to  pursue  the  work  initiated  for  the  pilot  project,  and  other  activi- 
ties leading  to  improved  bibliographic  control  of  official  publications. 

25.  That  the  Ad  hoc  Committee  on  Official  Publications  consult  with 
the  Association  of  Research  Libraries  and  other  interested  agencies  con- 
cerning financial  support  for  the  production  of  a  comprehensive  union 
list  of  Latin  American  official  serials  utilizing  the  volunteer  coopera- 
tion of  libraries  vrhenever  possible. 
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26.  That  a  special  effort  be  made  through  international  organiza- 
tions and  professional  associations  to  assure  the  reg^jlar  production  of 
government  manuals  of  the  Latin  American  nations,  and  that  a  working 
group  be  named  to  draw  up  a  statement  on  the  desirable  content  for  such 
organizational  manuals.

27.  That  gratitude  be  expressed  to  the  various  commercial  and  non- 
commercial agencies  presently  engaged  in  producing  microform  reproduc- 
tions of  materials  from  Latin  America  and  the  Caribbean,  and  for  making 
them  available  for  acquisition  by  U.  S,  and  other  libraries.

Introduction 

The  Seminars  on  the  Acquisition  of  Latin  American  Library  Materials; 
A  Seven-Year  Report  1956-  1962  was  issued  in  English  and  Spanish  by  the 
Pan  American  Union  in  late  1962,  as  "Estudios  Bibliotecarios"  no,  U,   to 
report  on  achievements  of  the  Seminars  and  matters  remaining  to  be  done. 

The  A13.iance  for  Progress  and  the  OAS 

At  the  first  annual  meeting  of  the  Inter-American  Economic  and  Social 
Council  held  after  its  organic  reorganization,  six  committees  composed  of 
representatives  of  nine  countries  each  were  created  to  review  and  report 
annually  on  the  progress  of  the  Alliance,  as  follows:  1)  planning  and  draft- 
r'jg  of  projects;  2)  Agricultural  development  and  agrarian  reform;  3)  Fiscal 
aiid  financial  policy  and  administration;  d)  Industrial  development  and  private 
financing;  e)  Education  and  trainirig  ;  and  f)  Health,  housing,  and  community^ 
development.  Five  of  these  committees  have  met  for  the  first  time  to  establish 
priorities  of  matters  to  be  reviewed  annually,  and  the  meeting  of  the  Minis- 
ters of  Health  considered  a  portion  of  the  responsibilities  of  the  sixth  com- 
nittee.  Of  the  14  topics  established  by  Committee  V  on  Education,  one  deals 
i^lth  Libraries,  Documentation  Centers,  and  Museums,  and  many  other  general 
topics  include  the  publication  and  use  of  books,  textbooks  as  well  as  the 
training  of  librarians.  (CIES,  Pautas  para  la  preparacidn  de  los  informes 
nacionales  sobre  educacidn  y  adiestramiento  para  el  examen  anual  del  progreso 
econdmico  y  social  de  los  paises  latinoamericanos. OEA/Ser^  H/VI:  ES-Doc. 
2/63,  Add.) 

The  Pan  American  Union  Clearing  House  for  Information  on  the  Alliance 
for  Progress  published  for  a  time  in  1962  and  1963  The  Alliance  for  Progress: 
A  Weekly  Report  on  Activities  and  Public  Opinion.  On  May  27,  1963,  it  issued 
its  first  4-page  Alliance  for  Progress;  Weekly  Newsletter.  (1725  K  Street, 
N.  W.,  Washington  6,  D.  C),  and  soon  will  begin  the  publication  of  a  series 
of  "Background  Reports", 

The  OAS  Education  Task  Force  (Special  Commission  on  the  Programming  and 
Development  of  Education,  Science  and  Culture  in  Latin  America)  met  twice  in 
1962  and  for  the  third  and  final  time  in  January  1963  to  study  the  goals  es- 
tablished for  the  Alliance  by  the  Punta  del  Este  meeting  for  a  lO-year  edu- 
cational program  and  to  determine  programs  for  immediate  action.  Among  the 
26  programs  proposed  were  many  dealing  with  improved  teaching  and  research 
facilities,  as  well  as  for  the  improvement  and  extension  of  public  and  school 
libraries,  the  financing  of  large-scale  production  and  distribution  of  in- 
expensive books  of  all  kinds,  and  financial  and  technical  assistance  for  and 
the  use  of  mass  communication  media  for  adult  education  and  literacy  campaigns. 
PAU's  library  Development  Program  was  asked  to  prepare  a  study  on  the  present 
status  of  public  and  school  libraries,  with  recommendations  as  to  what  to  do, 
to  be  issued  as  an  annex  to  the  final  report  of  the  Task  Force.  The  study 
will  be  used  as  a  background  paper  for  the  meeting  of  the  Mnisters  of  Edu- 
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cation  scheduled  to  be  held  in  Bogota  in  August.  Both  English  and  Spanish  editi( 
Public  and  School  Libraries  in  Latin  America  (155p.)  are  being  reprinted 
for  limited  distribution  as  no,  5  of  "Estudios  bibliotecarios".  A  summary 
edition  with  full  statistics  is  in  press  for  v^,lde  distribution  in  the  United 
States  under  the  title  of  Public  and  School  Library  Needs  of  Latin  America 
as  no.  13  of  "Cuadernos  bibliotecoldgicos". 

The  PAU/LDP  has  continued  to  press  for  financial  support  for  the  Books 
for  the  People  Fund,  a  program  for  the  mass  production  and  distribution  of 
low^ost  editions  of  books  for  children,  young  people,  and  new  adult  liter- 
ates. There  is  reasonable  hope  of  initial  support  from  both  governmental 
and  foundation  sources  in  the  near  i:uture.       - 

Among  the  various  publications  of  the  Library  Development  Program  of 
the  PAU  during  the  year,  the  Guia  de  bibliotecas  de  America  Latina  (Biblio- 
graphic Series  51)  is  of  special  interest  to  SALALI^I,  for  it  includes  an  in- 
dication of  those  libraries  which  maintain  exchange  relations  xvith  other 
institutions.  Questionnaires  were  sent  out  for  the  compilation  of  a  new  ed- 
ition of  the  Guia  de  escuelas  y  cursos  de  bibliotecologia  en  America  Latina, 
and ^ as  soon  as  time  permits  work  will  be  begun  on  a  new  edition  of  the  Direc- 
torio  de  librerias  y  casas  editoriales.  In  anticipation  of  the  compilation 
of  a  who's  who  in  Latin  %ierican  librarianship  a  questionnaire  has  been  pre- 
pared ajid  will  soon  be  dispatched.  Similarly,  it  is  expected  that  the  PAU 
^vdll  collaborate  with  the  Library  of  Congress  in  accumulating  information 
for  a  human  resources  file  of  U.  S.  librarians  with  experience  in  or  espe- 
cially concerned  xvith  Latin  American  matters.  (See  other  PAU  activities 
in  subsequent  sections.) 

An  Inter-American  Defense  College  i^s  set  up  in  1962  at  Fort  McNair, 
Washington,  D.  C,  as  the  latest  agency  of  the  OAS,  To  assist  in  building 
up  the  library  collection  for  special  training  for  officers  of  the  military 
services  in  all  countries  of  the  Americas,  a  Ford  Foundation  grant  was  given 
to  the  American  Library  Association.  A  Library  Adivisory  Council  composed 
of  Howard  Cline,  Jack  Dalton,  Edward  Heiliger,  Foster  Mohrhardt,  Arthur  Gropp 
and  Harry  Peterson  was  appointed.  The  expert  assistance  of  I-ass  Marie  Rapp 
of  the  Chicago  Campus  of  the  University  of  Illinois  was  employed  to  visit 
the  countries  of  Latin  America  and  Spain  to  procure  needed  library  materials. 
Her  reports  distributed  to  SALALM  participants,  were  published  by  the  College 
under  the  title  First  and  Second  Reports  of  Ford  Foundation  Pro.iect,  December 
19o2-Harch  1963.  The  librarian,  Mercedes  M^ndez,  subsequently  went  to  Mexico 
to  make  further  purchases  and  to  visit  special  collections  of  Latin  American 
materials  at  the  universities  of  Texas,  Florida  and  Tulane  en  route. 

The  Alliance  for  Progress  arid  the 'Uo  S. 

Among  Alliance  achievements  in  recent  months  are  several  activities  which 
deal  with  the  production  of  books,  educational  facilities,  university  lib- 
raries, and  literacy  campaigns.  In  addition  to  the  technical  manuals  issued 
in  Spanish  and  Portuguese  by  the  Regional  Aids  Centers  in  Mexico  and  Brazil, 
and  the  science  translations  soon  to  be  published,  AID  is  financing  various 
textbooks  programs.  Some  800,000  first  and  second  grade  school  children  in 
5  Central  American  republiss  will  receive  2-1/4  million  free  readers  in  1963. 
A  $600,000  gift  from  the  U.  S,  provided  primers  adapted  from  Laidlaw  textbooks 
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for  2000,000  first-grade  children  in  the  Dominican  Republic.  Laidlaw  texts 
adapted  for  Puerto  Rico  and  rewritten  for  Panama  mil  be  made  available  free 
eventually  th_rough  the  sixth  grade  for  Panama  public  schools, 

AID  has  expanded  its  "Little  Libraries"  program  of  providing  U.  S. 
technical  and  scientific  paperback,  books  in  jinglish  into  32  separate  sub- 
ject collections  to  some  80  countries  throughout  the  world.  The  Inter-Ame- 
rican Development  Bank  (lADB)  and  the  I/orld  Bank  will  jointly  finance  a 
$300,000  program  to  prepare  about  200  Spanish  and  Portuguese  language  lib- 
raries on  economic  development,  in  collaboration  i\fith  the  Centre  de--iistudios 
Monet arios  LatinoamericancS  (CEMLA)  of  Mexico, 

Many  /jnerican  research  librarians  are  being  brought  into  the  develop- 
ment picture  by  virtues  of  the  AID  contracts  negotiated  between  19  univer- 
sities in  the  U,  S.  and  some  24  in  Latin  America  for  the  improvement  of  teach- 
ing and  research  facilities  in  those  Latin  American  universities.  These  con- 
tracts may  include  as  much  as  15  per  cent  cf  the  funds  for  the  development 
or  improvement  of  library  facilities  in  the  Latin  American  institutions, 
(See  ilnnex  1  for  list  of  contracts  v;ith  Brazilian  institutions,  taken  from 
AID-Financed  University  Contract,  as  of  December  31,  1962,  Contract  Services 
Division,  Department  of  State,  Agency  for  International  Development,  V/ash- 
ington  25,  D.  C.) 

USIA  has  expanded  its  publications  program  for  Latin  America  and  has 
appointed  Book  Officers  in  He:>cico,  Buenos  Aires,  and  Rio,  A  Government 
Advisory  Commii-ttee  on  International  Book  Programs  composed  of  represent  at  ?.ves 
of  U.  S.  publishers,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Curtis  G.  Benjamin,  appointed 
an  ad  hoc  panel  on  Latin  America  consisting  of  Jerome  Hardy,  li.  Bradford 
Wiley,  and  V/ilbur  A,  Knerr.  A  BOOKS  USA  packet  program  has  been  initiated 
to  provide  ifp4.00  packets  of  selected  paperbacks  for  gifts  to  certain  count- 
ries including  many  in  Latin  ^^erica.   (Books  USA,  P.O.  Box  I960,  1;' ashingt-.cn « 
D.  C.) 

Meetings  of  Librarians 

UNESCO  sponsored  two  meetings,  the  first  a  Latin  iynerican  Seminar  on 
Scientific  Documentation  in  Lima,  September  3-B,  and  the  second  a  Regional 
Seminar  en  the  Development  of  University  Libraries  in  Latin  America  in  Men-- 
doza,  Argentina,  on  Septeinber  24  to  October  5«  A  third  meeting  of  FID/CLA,^ 
the  Latin  American  Commdtteo  of  the  International  Federation  for  Documentation, 
was  held  in  Buenos  Aires  in  October. 

The  third  and  fourth  ..orkshops  on  Nuclear  Energy  Information  were  held 
in  Mexico,  in  April  and  in  Santiago  de  Chile  in  November,  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Pan  American  Union's  Department  of  Scientific  Affairs  with  the  spon- 
sorship of  the  Inter-American  Nuclear  Energy  Commission,  the  U.  S«  Atomic 
Energy  Commission  and  the  national  nuclear  energy  commissions  of  the  host 
countries,  and  with  the  technical  assistance  of  the  International  Atomic 
Energy  Agency  and  the  U,  ^.  National  Science  Foundation, 
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The  Library  association  of  the  City  University  of  ^*ev>r  York  sponsored 
a  Conference  on  "Latin  American  Studies  and  the  ^^merican  College  Library" 
at  Brooklyn  College  Library  on  April  1?;,  1963.  Guest  speakers  included 
Luther  Evans,  Frederick  J.  I3ockstader,  Daniel  nelcher,  Richard  \'Ooton  and 
Marietta  Daniels. 

The  13th  Conference  on  the  Caribbean,  held  at  the  University  of  Florida, 
in  December,  1962,  considered  Venezuelan  bibliography  as  part  of  its  review 
of  "Venezuelan  Development:  A  Case  History". 

News  from  U.  S„  and  Canadian  Research  Institutions  with  Latin  -American 
Collections. 

The  iJoint  University  Libraries  of  Nashville,  with  the  assistance  of 
James  H.  hontgomery  as  Bibliographical  Consultant  and  Cataloguer.,  are  en- 
deavoring to  improve  their  collection  of  Latin  -American  materials  in  support 
of  Vaj-iderbij.t ' s  Graduate  Center  for  South  American  Studies.   The  Army  Map 
Service  in  ashington  is  looking  into  means  of  improving  their  collection  of 
book  and  other  nonmap  collections  from  Latin  -f^merica,  under  the  direction  of 
Sydney  C.  Bennington  and  Edward  Co  Vogel,  Intelligence  Operations  Specialists, 
The  Florida  State  University  Library  at  Tallahassee  looks  forward  to  an  in- 
creased budget  for  Latin  American  materials  in  the  next  fiscal  year  ;,  and  its 
Institute  of  Governmental  Research  is  studying  the  impact  of  Cuban  refugees  on 
the  Miami,  area.   Dr..  'dLliarr.  V.  Jackson  has  joined  the  Department  of  Spanish 
and  Portuguese? staff  of  the  University  of  ..isconsin  to  help  develop  their  re- 
search collection  for  the  Language  and  Area  Center  in  Latin  American  Studies. 
Mr.  V^illiam  Kurth  has  rejoined  the  field  of  Latin  American  studies  as  Latin 
American  Bibliographer  on  the  staff  of  the  University  of  California  Library 
at  los  Angeles  0 

The  University  of  I'aterloo  in  ^'aterloo,  Ontario,  has  recently  created  a 
Latin  American  Institute  and  a  B.  A«  Course  in  Latin  American  Studies,  and  is 
endeavoring  to  Improve  their  teaching  and  research  collection. 

Pikeville  College  Library  in  Pikeville,  Ky.,  is  building  its  Latin  Ame- 
rican collection  with  a  grant  from  the  aLA  and  with  the  assistance  of  the 
Assistant  Librarian,  Miss  Judith  Fugate. 

Book  Publishing  and  Distribution 

An  International  Publishers  Congress  will  be  held  in  Mashington  in  the 
Spring  of  1965,  with  plans  now  being  laid  by  a  committee  of  publishers  of  the 
American  Book  Publishers  Council, 

The  celebration  of  National  Library  '^eek  in  Latin  America  has  provided 
the  book  industry  as  well  as  libraries  xvith  a  vehicle  to  call  atteiation  to 
the  barriers  impeding  tlie  development  of  a  national  book  industry^  of  ex- 
panded importation  and  exportation  programs,  and  of  procuring  paper  at  rea- 
sonable prices.  The  Camara  Brasileira  do  Livro  considered  its  problems  in 
response  to  a  report  given  by  the  publisher  Jose  Fernando  de  Barros  Martins 
on  the  present  situation  of  the  book  in  Brazil. 
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A  list  of  national  institutions  yjublishing  books,  pampxhlets  and  documents 
in  El  Salvador  appears  in  the  Inforrae  Final  of  the  oerainario  de  canje  inter- 
nacional  de  pub licaci ones,  document acidn,  bibliograiia  y  bibliotecas  espe- 
ciales,  14-21  abril  1961,  organized  by  the  Biblioteca  i^acional,  the  Asocia- 
cidn  de  Bibliotecarios  de  El  Salvador,  and  published  by  the  Com3.si6n  de  la 
Semaaa  de  la  Biblioteca  in  1961.  (39p.  mimeo.) 

The  stoppage  of  issuance  of  import  permits  caused  by  the  dollar  short- 
age in  Colombia  resulted  in  the  enormous  pile-up  of  books  in  the  post  office 
warehouse  in  Bogota,  with  thousands  more  arriving  weekly.  Colombia  normally 
buys  80  per  cent  of  her  books  abroad,  with  $6,3CX),000  supplied  principally 
by  the  United  States,  Spain  and  Mexico. 

Sr.  Raul  Horacio  Bottaro  of  the  C^ara  Argentina  del  Libro,  has  just 
returned  to  Buenos  Aires  after  three  months  as  a  grantee  of  the  Department 
of  State,  visiting  various  kinds  of  book  publishing  activities  in  the  U.  S, 
The  Argentine  chamber  distributes  the  catalogues  of  20  publishers  through 
R.  R.  Carmen,  S.R.L.,  He  recommends  for  importing  purposes  the  El  Ateneo 
Bookstore,  P.  0.  Box  35364,,  recently  opened  in  Houston  35,  Texas,  under  ma- 
nagement of  Sr.  Guillermo  Letemendira. 

The  ''Breakthrough  in  Latin  American  Acquisitions",  a  report  on  LACAP, 
the  Latin  American  Cooperative  Acquisitions  Project,  wss  reported  by  Dominick 
Coppola  in  the  Stechert-Hafner  Book  News,  vol.  T/II,  no.  1,  September  1962. 

A  gift  of  some  2,000  Brazilian  books  covering  Brazilian  history,  philo- 
sophy, economics,  sociology,  literature  and  geography  has  been  made  by  the 
Brazilian  government  to  the  Brazilian  Institute  of  Kew  York  University. 

John  1/iley  has  joined  with  a  group  of  5  Mexico  book  publishers  and 
se3JLers  in  a  cooperative  venture  to  establish  the  formation  of  a  new  pub- 
lishing company  in  Mexico,  the  Editorial  Limusa-l/iley,  S.  A. 

The  American  Association  of  University  Presses  has  accepted  membership 
of  the  press  of  the  "ational  University  of  Mexico  (UNAM).  Efforts  are  being 
made  to  stimulate  greater  collaboration  among  university  presses  in  the 
Americas,  to  create  centers  of  U.  S.  university  press  books  in  Latin  America, 
and  similar  centers  in  the  U,  S.  for  Latin  American  books. 

By  March  1963  Mexico's  Secretaria  de  Educacion  Pilblica  in  its  free  text- 
book program  had  distributed  73  million  school  texts  written  and  illustrated 
especially  for  the  needs  of  Mexican  schools  and  published  by  the  ministry 
for  compulsory  distribution  free  to  primary  age  children.  Some  resistance 
has  been  manifested  to  their  use  in  private  schools. 

The  Instituto  del  Libro  Espafiol  reports  an  increase  in  exports  frcM 
approximately  5  million  kilos  in  1957  to  9  million  in  I96I,  valued  at  $7 
mil].ion  and  $17  million  respectively 
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A  nei-j   agent  has  been  announced  for  procurement  of  Argentine  periodicals, 
Isabel  Otero,  Juncal  2905,  3°b,  Buenos  Aires »  formerly  on  the  staff  of 
Editorial  Lajouane,  She  has  dispatched  several  t\^ed  lists  of  periodicals 
she  has  available  or  on  v/hich  she  can  make  quotations,  including  one  2S- 
page  list.  She  expects  to  be  able  to  handle  the  majority  of  periodicals 
published  in  Argentina  and  to  secure  not  only  priced  journals  but  also  the 
publications  of  societies,  etc.,  often  available  only  on  exchange.

In  accordance  with  the  decision  of  the  7th  SaLALM,  the  subcommittees  v/ill 
be  eliminated  after  the  8th  Seminar,  and  ad  hoc  committees  appointed  to  plan 
the  gathering  of  information  on  countries  and  topics  under  special  study, 
such  as  for  Brazil  and  official  publications  for  the  8th.

Plan  commitments  should  be  taken  into  consideration  at  this  point. 

The  principal  activity  of  the  Committee  during  1962/63  has  been  the  com- 
pilation of  a  report  on  significant  new  acquisitions,   (See  I.l.b,  below) „ 
Members  of  the  Committee  met  informally  and  with  other  participants  in 
SaLALM  at  J'lidwinter  liLk  to  discuss  this  and  other  matters. 

In  preparation  for  the  8th  SkLaLM,  V.illiam  V,  Jackson  conducted  a 
survey  of  research  resources  in  U.  S.  libraries  for . Brazilian  studies,  to

The  acquisition  policy  and  practices  of  U,  S.  libraries  in  procuring 
publications  from  Brazil  was  surveyed  in  preparation  for  discussion  of  the 
topic  at  the  Eighth  Seminar,  and  a  report  prepared  by  Peter  de  la  Garza, 
An  unsuccessful  attempt  was  made  to  secure  a  similar  one  from  Brazilian 
libraries.

The  .ueofulness  of  information  gathered  by  the  Committee  on  significant 
new  acquisitions  by  U,  S.  libraries  was  considered  to  be  so  important  that 
the  Seventh  Seminar  recommended  that  the  questionnaire  be  revised  to  include 
information  on  new  bibliographic  activities,  new  nonbook  materials,  and 
microfilming  projects.  Various  members  of  the  Commd-ttee  and  other  partici- 
pants in  SALALH  reviewed  a  proposed  revision  at  Mdi\dnter  ALA  for  dispatch 
to  U,  S.  libraries  at  the  time  that  the  questionnaire  was  sent  to  survey 
current  acquisition  policy  and  practices  for  Brazilian  materials,  A  copy 
of  the  Committee's  report,  prepared  by  its  Chairman,  will  be  submitted  by 
its  Chairman  to  ACRL  for  College  and  Research  Libraries.

The  ARL  Farmington  Plan  Subcommittee  on  Latin  %erica  is  composed  of 
Nettie  Lee  Benson  (UTex),  Marietta  Daniels  (PAU),  Philip  J.  McNiff  (Harv.U), 
and  Stanley  VFest  (UFla, ),  Chairman. 

The  Farmington  Plan  Letter  No.  17,  for  October  22,  1962;  lists  the 
institutions  responsible  for  collection  from  the  countries  of  Latin  -f^merica. 
At  its  1962  meeting  FP  learned  that  LACAP  has  been  able  to  locate  more  mate- 
rial in  almost  every  country  than  had  the  local  agents  engaged  by  FP  lib- 
raries. In  almost  every  case  FP  libraries  are  buying  retrospectively  as 
well  as  currently. 

In  addition  to  Syracuse  University,  which  has  FP  responsibility  for 
Argentina,  the  State  University  of-  Iowa  has  increased  its  purchasing  from 
Argentina.  Vanderbilt  University  has  assumed  secondary  responsibility  to 
Illinois  for  publications  from  Brazil,  as  well  as  for  Chile  and  Colombia. 
In  addition  to  the  University  of  Texas'  responsibility  for  Mexico,  Cornell, 
Kansas,  California  at  Los  Angeles,  Southern  California,  Yale,  and  the  New 
York  Public  Library  have  given  blanket  orders to  LACAP  for  acquisitions  from  . 
Mexico.  ■  '..-'- 

Stanley  West,  Chairman  of  FP  Subcommittee  for  Latin  America,  in  reporting 
to  ARL,  called  attention  to  the  need  for  ascertaining  the  existence  of  sev-- 
eral  sets  of  important  periodicals  in  major  libraries  of  the  country.  The 
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University  of  Florida  is  making  a  studs'-  of  the  official  serial  publications 
of  Latin  America,   (See  below) 

In  response  to  SALALM  and  FP  suggestions,  the  U.  S.  Book  Exchange 
initiated  the  regular  puolication  of  lists  of  Latin  American  publications 
available  to  FP  libraries,  and  i\tiichit  obtained  from  the  duplicates  of  the 
Library  of  Congress  and  other  governmental  libraries^ 

The  Association  of  Research  Libraries  has  ratified  the  SALALM  recom-.i 
mendation  that  significant  textbooks  be  included  in  the  categories  of  mate- 
rial to  be  acquired  under  FP  in  Latin  America.  ARL  has  opened  a  headquarters 
office  in  Washington,  with  James  E.  Skipper  as  Executive  Secretary,  located 
in  the  National  Library  of  Medicine.

From  Dominick  Coppola,  Assistant  Vice-President  of  Stechert-Hafner,  Inc., 
comes  the  following  Progress  Report  on  LACAP: 

Since  June  1962  LACAP  catalogs  No.  6,  7^  and  8,  have  been  published 
listing  a  total  of  5,721  titles.  This,  added  to  the  previous  15,000  titles 
which  appeared  in  catalogs  No.  1-5  before  June  1962,  brings  the  total  titles 
cataloged  since  the  beginning  of  the  project  in  I960  to  over  20,000  titles. 
It  is  expected  that  the  coming  year  will  see  the  appearance  of  catalogs  list- 
ing another  5,000  and  more  publications. 

An  important  stride  has  been  made  during  the  past  year  towards  the 
publication  of  lists  on  a  monthly  basis  containing  newly  published  titles 
just  acquired  under  the  Latin  American  Cooperative  Acquisitions  Project, 
List  No.  1  appeared  in  September,  and  lists  No,  2-7  appeared  on  a  monthly 
basis  thereafter.  These  lists  are  specifically  designed  to  announce  new 
publications  as  soon  as  they  arrive  from  Latin  -America,  and  are  rea]J.y 
advance  check  lists  of  new  titles  which  are  later  included  in  the  main  LACAP 
catalogs. 

The  catalogs  themselves,  of  course,  contain  retrospective  as  well  as 
current  publications.  The  coming  year  should  see  these  monthly  lists  con- 
tinue on  a  regular  basis  so  that  the  newest  Latin  American  books  i\dll  be 
advertised  promptly  on  their  arrival  for  LACAP  s6ock.  Each  list  contains  an 
average  of  250  titles,  so  that  the  first  seven  lists  listed  more  than  1,700 
recently  published  books. 

Work  in  the  field  continues  unabated.  Since  the  last  Seminar  our 
representative  in  Bogota  visited  Argentina,  Brazil,  Paraguay,  and  Uruguay. 
Beginning  in  January  1963  he  represented  LACAP  in  the  Caribbean  acquiring 
publications  for  the  project  in  British  Guiana,  Dominican  Republic,  French 
Guiana,  Haiti,  Jamaica,  Puerto  Rico,  Surinam  and  Trinidado 
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LACAP  was  also  i'orturic^te  enough  to  secure  the  services  of  A.  VJ.  Bork, 
Director  of  the  Latin  American  Institute  at  Southern  Illinois  University, 
to  act  as  its  representative  in  Bra.iil  for  seme  seven  v/eeks  in  conjunction 
with  his  visit  to  a  number  of  Latin  American  countries  in  the  interest  of 
his  university",  Mr,  Bork's  itinerary  was  planned  to  include  such  centers 
as  Porto  Alegre,  Curitiba,  Sao  Paulo,  Rio  de  Janeiro,  Belo  Horizonte, 
Vitoria,  Recife,  Belem,  Manaus,  Maceio,  Sao  Luiz,  and  Natal. 

Since  i960  when  LACAP  was  first  organized  ,  its  several  representatives 
have  visited  all  of  the  South  American  countries  at  least  tvd.ce  (several 
three  times),  as  they  have  Mexico,  Guatemala,  and  Panama, 

The  other  Central  American  countries  and  the  Caribbean  countries  men- 
tioned earlier  in  this  report  have  received  at  least  one  visit  to  date. 
Future  plans  call  for  continued  work  in  the  field,  vath  special  attention 
to  specific  countries  presenting  unusual  difficulties  such  as  for  example, 
Ecuador. 

Participation  in  the  project  has  been  encouraging.  During  the  past 
year  some  of  the  libraries  which  have  joined  are  Yale  University,  University 
of  Buffalo,  Joint  Universities,  and  Priceton  University,  placing  blanket 
orders  according  to  their  needs,

The  Committee  Chairman  considers  that  one  activity  especially  worthy 
of  promotion  by  SALALI-I  is  the  proposed  Pilof  Center  for  .Bibliographic  In- 
formation for  the  Caribbean  and  the  subsequent  formation  of  other  regional 
centers  as  part  of  a  bibliographic  network,  (See  II.  1  below). 
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The  Committee  initiated  work  on  the  list  of  business  firms  issuing 
publications  on  Latin  America,   (See  below)  e 

The  follo^^ring  bibliographic  projects  are  suggested  by  Irene  Zimmermaji: 
1)  ivrider  use  of  Doors  to  Latin  America  of  the  Inter-American  Bibliographic 
and  Library  Association;  2)  the  reprinting  for  ^^dde  distribution  as  part 
of  the  8th  Seminar  documentation  of  the  8-page  selected  reading  list  on 
Latin  America  which  appeared  in  the  NYPL  Branch  Library  Book  News;  3)  re- 
prints of  the  sections  on  Latin  America  of  the  supplement  to  AUFS'  A  Select 
Bibliography:  Asia,  Africa,  Sastern  Europe  and  Latin  America  (see  below j 
4)  reprint  of  the  portion  on  Latin  America  of  the  American  Historical 
Association's  Guide  to  Historical  Literature,  pp.  467-710;  and  5)  SALALM 
cooperation  i\rith  the  Conference  on  Latin  American  Studies  of  the  American 
Historical  Association,  which  is  reported  to  have  a  committee  at  xvork  on 
an  annotated  list  of  inportant  works  in  Spanish  to  serve  as  a  companion 
volume  to  Robert  A.  Humphreys'  Latin  American  History;  A  Guide  to  the  Liter- 
ature in  English  (London  &  N.  Y.,  Oxford,  1958),  It  is  also  suggested  that 
the  Committee  prepare  a  short  list  of  the  bibliographic  aids  most  useful 
to  libraries  in  building  up  their  basic  collection  of  materials  for  L.  A. 
area  studies.

Attention  is  called  to  the  Index  to  Foreign  Legal  Periodicals  compiled 
as  a  cooperative  enterprise  of  the  American  Association  of  Law  Libraries, 
with  a  Ford  Foundation  grant.  The  subscription  price  is  $25.00  a  year,  in- 
cluding the  cumulative  volume.

Martin  H.  Sable,  who  has  accepted  a  position  as  Language  Arts  Librarian 
at  Los  Angeles  State  College,  is  bringing  up  to  date  his  .Guide  to  Latin 
American  Studies  to  include  the  recent  book  output  on  Latin  A.:erica.  He  has 
also  compiled  a  list  of  foreign  area  study  programs,  undergraduate  as  well 
as  graduate,  including  Latin  America.

Upon  the  suggestion  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Bibliography, 
the  follovdng  is  quoted  from  The  Seminars  on  the  'Acquisition  df  Latin  ' 

American  Library  .Materials ; A  Seven-year  Report,  pp.  23-26,  for  the 

discussion  of  increased  SALALM  support  to  the  proposal  for  the  creation  of 
a  pilot  Bibliographic  Center  and  regional  centers: 
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Projects  for  the  Biblio,7raphlc  Control  of  Current  Latin  Merican  Publications 

The  appointment  of  a  SALAM  Committee  on  Bibliography  \ms   a  relatively 
late  development  (I960)  when  it  became  apparent  that  many  of  the  problems 
of  acquiring  materials  were  traceable  to  faulty  bibliographic  control. 
The  first  meeting  of  the  committee  v/as  held  in  March  I96I  to  discuss  the 
present  status  of  bibliography  in  Latin  America  and^  to  explore  the  ad- 
vantages and  possibilities  of  a  centralized  or  "integrated  bibliography" 
to  avoid  present  duplication  in  some  areas  and  lacunae  in  others,  in  the 
intellectual  effort  involved  in  bibliograpMc  compilation. 

For  experimental  purposes  the  committee  agreed  to  investigate  the 
possibilities  of  a  pilot  project  in  the  Caribbean,  in  view  of  the  great 
amount  of  attention  which  has  been  accorded  to  acquisitions  from  that 
area  in  recent  years.  It  called  for  a  meeting  of  an  Ad  Hoc  Subcommittee 
on  Caribbean  Bibliography  to  discuss  the  matter  with  influential  persons 
from  Puerto  Rico. 

The  Subcommittee  on  Caribbean  Bibliography  met  on  April  27,  I96I,  in 
Miami  Beach  to  explore  the  possibilities  of  achieving  an  "integrated 
bibliography"  of  the  Caribbean  area.   (55)  Reports  were  given  on  the  status 
of  bibliographic  activities  in  and  concerning  the  Caribbean,  and  on  plans 
for  future  ones.  It  was  evident  from  the  discussions  that  there  was  a 
great  duplication  of  bibliographic  effort,  and  at  the  same  time  both  a  serious 
lag  in  the  availability  of  bibliographic  information  for  acquisition  pur- 
poses, and  a  serious  limitation  in  subject  and  title  coverage.  It  was  clear 
that  the  time  lag  was  due  in  large  part  to  the  fact  that  most  bibliographies 
mentioned  were  compiled  from  the  acquisitions  of  certain  libraries  and  suf- 
fered from  a  natural  delay  in  the  processing  of  a  book  from  the  Caribbean 
among  all  the  other  books  processed  by  the  library,  and  then  by  a  delay  in 
the  publications  routine  of  the  bubliography  itself. 

The  discussions  also  revealed  that  it  was  not  enough  to  rely  on  pub- 
lishers and  book  dealers  to  furnish  both  bibliographic  information  and 
materials  for  acquisition  for  a  variety  of  reasons.  The  experience  of 
the  participants  showed  that  personal  contact  on  the  part  of  the  librarian 
with  the  book  world  was  necessary  in  order  to  secure  both  the  books  and 
the  bibliographic  information,  and  that  it  had  to  be  a  continuing  process. 

It  seemed,  therefore,  on  the  basis  of  experience  in  acquiring  both 
information  and  the  books  theinselves,  that  a  combined  acquisition  and 
bibliographic  information  process  was  not  only  highly  desirable,  but 
feasible.  Bibliographic  information,  for  instance,  is  supplied  in  advance 
as  one  facet  of  the  LACAP  missions  to  Latin  America, 

It  was  the  consensus  of  the  group  that  a  Center  for  Bibliographic 
Coordination  for  the  Caribbean  could  be  an  effective  means  of  achieving 
wider  bibliographic  coverage  on  a  more  current  basis  and  at  the  same  time 
ascertain  prompt  acquisition  by  interested  libraries.  The  functions  of  the 
Center  would  be  the  following: 
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Collect  and  disseminate  bibliographic  i:: formation,  especially 
to  existing  bibliographic  services; 

Train  and  supervise  local  personnel  to  supply  bibliographic 
information  and  to  transmit  books  for  acquisitions  purposes; 

Assemble  and  disseminate  information  on  bibliographic  activities; 

Aid  in  locating  materials  and  collections; 

Coordinate  and  stimulate  bibliographic  activities  and  prevent 
needless  duplication; 

Stimulate  production  of  retrospective  bibliographies; 

Seek  funds  for  publishing  bibliographies. 


Modern  techniques  of  storing,  retrieving,  and  reprcducing  biblio- 
graphic information  would  be  applied,  requiring  a  highly  competent 
staff  in  the  various  islands  and  countries  as  well  as  the  Pilot  Center, 
to  be  trained  in  the  techniques  of  seeking  out  new  publications,  locating 
and  recording  information,  etc.  Periodic  visits  by  Center  personnel 
to  the  local  units  would  be  required  for  supervisory  purposes. 

The  report  of  the  Subcommittee  on  Caribbean  Bibliography  was  trans- 
mitted by  the  Committee  on  -Bibliography  to  the  Sixth  Sendnar  which  ap- 
proved the  idea  in  principle  and  recommended  that  an  exploratory  mission 
be  sent  to  Puerto  Rico  to  investigate  local  interest  in  organizing  such 
a  Pilot  Center, 

In  August  1961,  with  funds  provided  by  the  Council  on  Library  Resour- 
ces, Inc,  a  mission  composed  of  Robert  E,  Kingery  and  Marietta  Daniels 
paid  a  call  to  Puerto  Rico,  Both  individual  and  collective  discussions 
were  held  \\dth  officials  of  the  Caribbean  Organization,  the  Library  and 
Institute  of  Caribbean  Studies  staff  of  the  University  of  Puerto  Rico, 
and  with  officers  of  the  Department  of  State  of  the  Commonwealth,  Con- 
siderable interest  was  found  at  the  time,  and  subsequently,  for  the 
creation  of  such  a  pilot  center  for  the  Caribbean  area,  A  probable 
budget  was  drawn  up  to  form  part  of  a  proposal  for  a  Pilot  Center  for 
Bibliographic  Information  for  the  Caribbean,  (56) 

Interest  was  expressed  by  officials  of  the  Agency  for  International 
Development  of  the  U,  S,  Government  in  considering  a  proposal  not  only 
for  the  creation  of  a  pilot  center  for  the  Caribbean,  but  eventually  of 
a  network  of  regional  bibliographic  centers,  under  the  supervision  of 
one  coordinating  center.  At  the  suggestion  of  officers  of  the  Agency, 
therefore,  a  proposal  was  submitted  in  September  I96I  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Seminars  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  funds  to  maintain  initially 
a  pilot  center  and  subsequently  a  network  of  centers,  together  with  an 
accompanying  letter  in  support  of  the  proposal  from  the  Secretary  General 
of  the  Organization  of  American  States, 
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No  official  reply  or  response  to  the  proposal  has  yet  been  received, 
although  informal  conversations  have  taken  place  indicating  the  contin- 
ued interest  on  the  part  of  the  U.  S.  Government  in  supporting  a  com- 
prehensive bibliographic  project  as  a  means  of  having  the  information  it 
needs  for  its  oi'/n  technical  assistance  programs  in  the  area. 

Nonetheless,  in  the  months  to  come,  efforts  must  be  intensified  on 
the  part  of  SALALM  to  achieve  its  goal  of  unified,  comprehensive  biblio- 
graphic coverage  of  Latin  America,  and  at  the  same  time  to  strengthen 
national  bibliographic  services.  It  will  be  necessary  to  continue  to 
press  for  governmental  and/or  foundation  support  for  the  project  as  a 
means  of  reaching  the  goal.  It  is  uncertain  to  what  extent  Seminar  re- 
commendations can  further  the  cause  of  national  bibliographic  services, 
but  ascertaining  the  participation  of  Latin  American  librarians  and 
bibliographers  in  the  sessions  of  the  Seminars  is  considered  very  desir- 
able. 

Official  interest  on  the  part  of  the  Caribbean  Organization  has  been 
evinced  in  support  of  a  pilot  center  for  the  Caribbeaiie

2.  Los  Angeles  County  Law  Library  has  participated  in  a  cooperative 
program  for  the  microfilming  of  the  Peri5dico  Oficial  of  Baja 
California.

3.  Dr.  Fermin  Peraza  is  engaged  in  cumulating  the  addenda  to  the  Zk 
volumes  of  his  Anuario  bibliografico  cubana,  1937-1960,  together 
with  additions  not  listed  previously.  The  cumulation  is  to  be 
published  by  the  University  of  Florida  Libraries. 

k.     Micro  Photo  is  undertaking  a  project  on  v;hich  it  is  not  quite 

ready  to  make  a  general  announcement,  but  about  which  a  prelimin- 
ary report  might  well  be  made  to  the  Seminar  at  this  time. 
With  the  advent  of  the  invaluable  index,  Latin  American  Periodical 
Literature,  I929-I96O,  there  will  be  a  greatly  increased  need  for 
files  of  the  periodicals  themselves,  of  which  complete  files,  or 
even  extensive  ones,  are  in  many  cases  unobtainable  even  at  rare 
book  prices.   V/hile  there  are  a  very  few  outstanding  titles  which 
any  library  that  has  made  any  attempt  at  all  to  maintain  a  Latin 
American  collection  will  presumably  have,  there  are  a  comparatively 
large  number  of  libraries  which  are  only  now  beginning  to  build 
their  collections.   Therefore,  it  has  seemed  advisable  to  begin 
the  reproduction  of  files  (to  be  done  on  microfilm)  with  the 
titles  which,  co incidentally,  have  been  shown  by  the  Zimmerman 
studies  to  have  been  the  most  basic  and  frequently  cited  during  the 
last  decade  covered  by  the  index — the  period  for  which  a  list  of 
the  periodicals  indexed  is  provided. 

A  list  of  some  35  outstanding  titles  has  been  drawn  up  by  Irene 
Zimmerman,  and  the  company  is  now  seeking  permission  to  reprint 
these  files.   If  this  venture  proves  as  successful  as  it  presumably 
should  be,  considering  the  value  of  the  materials  and  their  relative 
scarcity,  it  will  be  extended  backward  in  time  and  downward  in  point 
of  geographic  scope  and  frequency  of  citation.

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A  Selective  List  of  Latin  American  Bibliographies 
appearing  in  19^2 

In  no  sense  intended  as  a  comprehensive  list,  this  compilation  reflects 
only  what  has  been  recorded  by  the  Columbus  Memorial  Library  in  the  biblio- 
graphic field  for  I962.  The  list  is  arranged  in  nine  sections  which  group 
bibliographic  works  in  several  important  areas  of  investigation. 

An  examination  of  the  entries  shoi/s  that,  in  general,  trends  of  biblio- 
graphic activity  continue  those  of  the  past  few  years.  In  current  national 
bibliography,  following  the  long-awaited  revival  of  the  Anuarip  Bibliogra- 
fico  Venezolano  1949-1954  (i960)  and  the  Anuario  Bibliogr^fico  Peruano 
1955-1957  (19^1) /there  appears  to  be  a  continuing  interest  in  publication, 
though  there  are  considerable  differences  in  quality  and  scope  from  one 
country  to  another  (nos,  7-10,  12)* 

In  special  bibliography  the  emphasis  on  scientific,  technical  and  social 
areas  is  evident  both  on  a  coordinated  national  scale  (e.g.,  Brazil)  and  in 
individual  efforts. 

The  reproduction  of  important  library  catalogs  in  special  fields  is 
successfully  continued  by  the  G.K.  Hall  Co.  of  Boston  (noso  61,63).  There 
are  also  signs  of  increasing  activity  in  the  compilation  of  union  catalogs 
in  Latin  America  (nos.  64-66).  Also  to  be  noted  is  the  publication  of 
cumulative  indexes  to  individual  periodical  publications,  several  of  which 
certainly  achieve  high  standards  of  indexing  (nos.  73 ^  75^  7S,  81-82). 

The  compiler  will  welcome  any  corrections,  additions  and  changes  which 
the  participants  of  the  Seminar  may  msh  to  offer,  and  of  which  due  note 
will  be  made  for  subsequent  lists.

the  user  (our  public  who  looks  for  Proceedings,  Informe,  Boletim)  use 
only  the  title  approach.  The  cataloger  at  the  Library  of  Congress,  as 
well  as  in  most  other  American  libraries,  uses  the  author  entry — that 
is,  after  stretching  the  "distinctive  title"  rule  to  the  limit  in  an 
effort  to  cooperate  with  the  former  group. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  discussion  let  us  sissume  that  the 
catalogers  were  able  to  persuade  the  U.  S.  bibliographer,  the  scholar 
and  the  user  to  follow  their  rules  for  entering  serial  publications. 
Would  we  then  have  uniformity  of  entry?  See  peige  5  for  examples  of 
varied  entries.  In  the  Library  of  Congress  while  tests  of  the  Draft 
Code  were  carried  through  by  highly  experienced  catalogers,  variations 
were  found  in  20  o/o  of  the  title  entries  tested  and  in  Mf  o/o  of  the 
corporate  entries.  While  in  a  similar  experiment  in  another  library 
it  was  found  that  even  the  same  cataloger  entered  the  same  publication 
two  different  ways  on  two  different  occasions.  Considering  the  above 
problems,  codes  and  practices,  the  compilation  of  Gregory's  List  of 
serial  publications  of  foreign  governments,^  the  Union  List  of  Serials,^ 
The  Library  of  Congress  Official  publications  of  the  other  American 
republics<^  and  New  Serial  Titles^  would  appear  an  impossible  task. 
Yet  these  monumental  union  lists  serve  ajs  permement  examples  of  what 
has  been  accomplished  toward  uniformity  of  entry  through  national  and 
internationsLL  cooperation. 

In  United  States  libraries,  when  the  corporate  body  is  used  as 
the  author  of  a  publication,  is  there  consistency  in  the  form  of  the 
name?  According  to  the  A.  L,  A,  rule,  the  latest  form  of  the  name  is 
to  be  used.  See  page  5  for  examples  of  inconsistencies  found  in  libraries 
participating  in  the  Farmington  Plan  for  Latin  America,  For  inconsistency

In  19i?l,  the  Serial  Record  Section  of  the  Library  of  Congress  began 
to  use  a  simplified  form  of  the  corporate  entryo  However,  after  one 
year  this  practice  wa-s  abandoned.  It  was  found  that  their  lack  of  use 
ci  uniform  entry  created  too  much  confusion  in  using  the  other  cataJ-ogs 
in  the  Li.braxy  of  Congress,  and  that  the  time  saved  in  cataloging  was 
offset  by  increased  costs  in  searching  and  reference  v/ork»  A  simple 
solution  or  compromise  appears  to  be  to  make  entry  under  title  v;xth  a 
refe.-:?ei:ce  from  the  name  of  issuing  body.  The  time  saved  by  entering 
under  title,  however,  is  off set. by  the  time  required  to  determine  the 
heading  for  the  cross  reference© 

The  aforementioned  union  lists  also  serve  to  illustrate  a  secci:! 
problem  encountered  in  any  attempt  to  ccmpile  a  list  of  officrual^ ^  ^ 
publications  of  any  government— Latin  American  or  other e  That  dxi faculty 
is:  what  is  considered  an  official  publication?  There  is  an^  increaGiLr.g 
number  of  institutions  and  bodies  maintained  wholly  or  in  part, , con.rol^ed 
or  owned  by  governments,  but  not  direct  agencies  ox  governments ,  ine 
Ao  L^  A,  code  clearly  states  that  these  are , to  be  treated  according^ to 
the  rules  governing  these  bodies  as  authors.  However,  in  fine  prin^.  tne 
footnote  states  that  the  Library  of  Congress  (a  very  influential  xibrary; 
does  not  extend  this  exception  to  institutions  of  the  U<,  S«  government, 
but  treats  them  as  official  government  agencies*  Gregory's  Lxsu  and 
L-  Co  Official  publications  include  such  bodies  in  their  lists,  bocn,ci 
which  state  their  intent  to  list  publications  of  foreign  governments^ 
This  practice  does  set  a  trend.  On  the  other-hand,  the  OSi^^i'i'rf,^.^ 
Serials  states  in  the  preface  that  it  excludes  government  putxa.ca.iuixs 
Texcept  periodicals  and  monograph  series  issued  by  governments;  ^^^  i   ^

ments  in  the  Dominican  Republic  by  using  Miiiisterio  de  ^uj^;!!^.-  -^  xormer 
Cuban  librarian  at  the  University  of  Florida  objected  to  reporting 
anything  published  in  Cuba  as  a  Farraington  Plan  item  on  the  basis  tnat 
it  was  an  official  publicationo 

Perhaps  a  solution  is  the  practice  followed  by  most  of  the  national 
archives  of  Latin  America.  They  act  as  depositories  for  the  pu£>ii.ai:ions 
of  some  of  these  autonomous  agencies  as  well  as  for  those  of  tne  go/emm.nt 
departments  and  arrange  all  of  them  by  procedencia.  This  wouxd  soj.ve 
the  problem  of  entry  as  well  as  whether  or  not  they  are  officii.  However, 
to  obtain  a  list  of  titles  or  holdings  would  be  another  matter. 
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As  mentioned  earlier,  there  is  no  immediate  solution  to  the  two 
problems  stated  here:   1)  inconsistency  of  entry,  and  2)  what  determines 
an  official  publication — particularly  in  Latin  America,  An   to  the  first, 
perhaps  further  steps  could  be  taken  by  UMESGO,  the  most  likely  inter- 
national agency  now  existing  to  take  care  of  this  kind  of  problem  <,  Two 
of  their  publications,  A  study  of  current  bibliographies  of  national 
official  publications9  and  Directory  of  current  Latin  American  ££12:2^1- 
cals-^^  pave  the  way.  Another  important  step  is  the  International 
Cataloging  Conference,  Paris,  196le  Uniformity  of  entry  is  a  part  of 
this  same  effort  at  world-wide  agreement.  It  involves  not  just  libraries, 
which  might  in  time  agree  to  a  standard  international  cataloging  code 
(just  as  many  governments  have  agreed  to  certain  principles  of  inter- 
national law)  but  it  also  involves  the  independent,  free  compilers  and 
publishers  of  bibliogra.phies,  who  axe  responsible  to  no  one  in  their 
choice  of  entry  .forms ,  Only  pressure  of  public  opinion  (of  their  special 
public)  ard  of  general  agreement  on  some  set  of  rules  could  influence 
them  to  follow  a  generally-accepted  method  of  listing  officiaJL  agencies 
and  periodicals. 

The  prospects  for  complete  agreement  and  consistency  in  this  field 
are  about  as  good  as  in  any  other  human  undertaking,  and  probably  no 
better,  but  if  those  most  concerned  can  express  in  some  organized  way 
their  need  for  standardized  rules  of  entry  and  their  desire  that  future 
^lt)liographies  follow  standardized  rules  as  soon  as  they  are  available, 
we  may  hope  for  progress  in  the  future. 

The  proposed  revision  of  the  American  Library  Association  Rules 
for  cataloging,  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  in  general  agreement  with 
similar  codes  in  foreign  countries,  at  present  provides  in  the  main  for 
few  solutions;  it  merely  exchanges  one  set  of  problems  for  another. 

As  to  the  second  problem,  government  organizational  manuals,  such 
as  those  from  Chile,  Brazil,  Mexico,  Colombia  and  Puerto  Rico,  are  a 
good  beginning  and  should  be  encouraged  in  other  Latin  American  countries. 
The  list  of  official  government . headings  such  as  those  from  Mexico  and 
Uruguay  should  also  be  promoted.  Finally,  national  bibliographies  which 
would  include  a  section  of  official  publications  or  a  separate  list 
issued  by  the  government  should  be  a  final  aide

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INTRODUCTION 

The  questionnaire  on  acquisitions  from  Brazil  (see  Appendix  A)  elicited 
a  gratifyingly  large  response  from  U.S.  libraries.  Fifty-seven  took  the 
trouble  to  ansx»rer  the  questions  and/or  check  the  list  of  exchange  sources 
(see  Appendix  B).  Fifteen  others  returned  the  for-ms,  advising  that  they 
either  had  no  program  for  Brazilian  acquisitions,  or  one  so  restricted  as 
to  make  filling  out  the  form  hardly  vrorth  the  trouble. 

VJhether  the  substantially  greater  response  was  due  to  the  use  of  a 
more-simplified  questionnaire  than  was  used  last  year,  or  rather  reflects 
a  livelier  interest  in  Brazil  than  in  Central  America,  is  one  on  which  the 
Acquisitions  Committee  of  SALALM  i/ould  welcome  comments.  In  any  event,  the 
number  of  replies  received  is  sufficient  to  provide  an  instructive  picture 
on  the  current  state  of  acquisitions  from  the  largest  nation  of  the  Western 
Hemisphere, 

The  picture  is,  by  and  large,  a  dispiriting  one.  We  are  all  used  to, 
and  can  understand,  the  low  level  of  efficiency  of  acquisitions  in  the 
smaller  and  less-developed  countries  of  Latin  America.  We  are  grateful 
for  the  tolerably-good  dealer  service  in  Mexico  and  Argentina,  however  much 
we  deplore  the  poor  state  of  current  bibliography  in  those  txro  giants. 
Brazil,  however,  is  unique  among  the  larger  countries  in  that  both  from  the 
bibliographic  and  distributional  aspect,  the  situation  still  leaves  much  to 
be  desired.  Many  economic  and  social  factors,  over  which  even  an  aggressive 
librarian  has  no  control,  contribute  to  the  unfortunate  situation.  Among 
them  may  be  cited  the  improvisatory  nature  of  enterprise  in  a  rapidly- 
developing  country;  an  expanding  but  chronically-disturbed  economy;  a  complex 
federal  governmental  structure  perpetually  in  a  state  of  re -organization;  a 
postal  system  ^^rhich  on  several  occasions  has  verged  on  chaos;  a  highly- 
competitive  book-trade  forced  by  inflationary  pressures  to  reduce  overhead 
costs  and  minimize  long-term  operations;  lack  of  coordination  between  govern- 
mental and  private  agencies  concerned  id.th  bibliographic  endeavors;  and 
finally,  the  matter  of  a  language  which  only  very  recently  has  begun  to 
receive  the  attention  it  deserves  by  U.S.  scholars  and  librarians.  For 
further  details  on  the  subject,  the  reader  may  consult  Bookg_  in  the  Americas 
by  William  H.  Kurth  and  Peter  S.  Jennison  (Washington,  Pan  American  Union, 
I960)  on  the  general  picture,  and  Edson  Nery  da  Fonseca's  "Panorama  da 
Bibliografia  Brasileira  Corrente"  in  no,  23  of  the  Handbook  of  Latin  American 
Studies  (Gainesville,  University  of  Florida  Press,  1961) for  a  summary  of 
the  bibliographic  aspects. 

Despite  the  shortcomings  of  current  bibliography,  justice  demands  com- 
mendation of  the  work  of  the  Institute  Brasileiro  da  Bibliografia  e  Docu- 
mentagao  (IBBD)  in  the  compilation  of  special-area  bibliographies o  The 
IBBD  is  steadily  increasing  its  scope,  and  is  making  a  determined  effort 
to  shorten  the  lag  between  the  period  of  coverage  and  publication  of  the 
corresponding  bibliography.  Several  of  its  most  recent  compilations  are 
included  in  Mr.  Grossman's  working  paper  for  this  Seminar.

Exclusive  of  Farmington  Plan  agreements,  only  one  library  seems 
to  have  a  blanket  order  arrangement  with  a  Brazilian  supplier;  UCLA 
has  Susan  Bach  select  for  them  in  the  field  of  lariguage  and  literature. 

Although  an  opinion  on  the  effectiveness  of  the  LaCAP  program 
vias   not  specifically  asked  for  in  the  questionnaire  (more  by  over- 
sight than  design),  the  concensus  among  acquisitions  librarians  v/ith 
I'lhom  I  have  been  able  to  discuss  the  matter  seems  to  be  that  LaCaP, 
despite  some  deficiences,  is  the  most  productive  means  devised  so 
far  for  achieving  a  reasonably  adequate  coverage  of  current  Latin 
American  commercial  publications. 
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1.5  Farmington  Plan. 

Only  5  of  the  responding  libraries  participate  in  the  Farmington 
Plan  for  Brazil.  i^Valuations  of  the  Plan's  effectiveness  cluster 
rather  closely  at  the  negative  end  of  the  scale,  ranging  from  the 
Library  of  Congress'  "not  very  satisfactory"  to  the  University  of 
Oregon's  "no  effectiveness  at  all."  The  University  of  Washington, 
responsible  for  forestry,  oceanography,  fisheries  and  wood  technology, 
has  yet  to  receive  a  book  from  Brazil.  The  University  of  Illinois 
ran  a  check  of  the  entries  in  2  1961  issues  of  the  BBB  and  found 
that  they  had  received  only  20^/o  of  the  items  of  possible  research 
value  in  its  areas  of  responsibility  i.e.,  Brazilian  publications 
in  general;  they  are  now  trying  a  new  agent.  The  University  of 
Oklahoma,  collecting  in  botany,  finance  and  geology,  states  that 
the  Plan's  effectiveness  "is  nil."  The  Library  of  Congress  has 
rescinded  its  Farmington  Plan  agreement  id.th  its  Brazilian  agent 
and  now  depends  entirely  on  LAChP. 

1.6  Do  you  have  any  of  your  book  purchases  bound  in  the  country  of 
origin?  Are  your  arrangements  satisfactory? 

The  Library  of  Congress,  the  Pius  XII  Library  at  St.  Louis 
University,  and  the  University  of  Puerto  iiico  have  their  Brazilian 
suppliers  bind  some  of  their  purchases  before  sending.  All  find  the 
service  generally  satisfactory,  although  Puerto  Rico  has  occasionally 
had  to  return  some  items  for  rebinding.  The  Los  nngeles  County  Law 
Library  has  its  dealer  supply  bound  copies  of  purchases  \\rhere  a 
choice  is  available.  The  Librarian  of  the  Oliveira  Lima  Library  at 
Catholic  University  hopes  to  make  agreements  for  binding  on  a  forth- 
coming trip  to  Brazil.

Brazil].

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that,  allowing  for  a  fev/  institutions 
who  did  not  submit  a  questionnaire,  the  list  of  responders  presumably 
comprises  the  ma.jor   Latin  American  collections  in  the  U.S.A.  This 
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being  so,  a  fe\-j   enuivocal  answers  to  this  question  v/ere  weighted 
toward  the  affirmative  in  the  above  breakdoim,  in  an  effort  to 
palliate  in  some  Sjnall  measure  a  generally  depressing  situation. 

The  evaluation  of  effectiveness  of  exchange  programs  presents  a 
number  of  difficulties.  In  revieid.ng  the  replies,  one  cannot  help 
but  infer  that  even  among  those  libraries  vxho  professed  satisfaction 
mth  their  exchange  programs,  a  sizable  number  do  not,  in  fact,  send 
or  receive  material  on  a.ny   substantial  scale.  For  example,  several 
do  not  systematically  review  selection  aids,  and  depend  entirely  on 
faculty  requests  and  recommendations  for  their  desiderata.  It  is 
questionable  to  what  extent  a  consistent  and  effective  acquisition 
program  can  be  based  on  such  practices.  Too,  the  more  restricted 
are  the  subject  interests  of  a  given  library,  the  easier  it  is  to 
establish  and  keep  viable  its  exchanges.  The  experience  of  an  insti- 
tution casting  a  mder  net  appears  to  be  satisfactory  in  inverse 
proportion  to  its  area  of  coverage.  Of  the  responders,  the  Library 
of  Congress,  Illinois,  the  Columbus  Memorial  Library,  Florida,  Yale, 
Harvard  and  New  York  Public  Library — ^all  of  xvhom  do  collect  x\ddely — 
expressed  dissatisfaction  xdth  the  state  of  their  Brazilian  exchange 
programs , 

A  frequent  complaint  is  typified  by  the  comment  of  the  University 
of  Illinois:   "Institutions  are  very  cooperative  about  sending  single 
pieces  on  request  and  setting  up  exchange  relations,  but  they  do  not 
alivays  follow  through  year  after  year."  Florida  State  University 
echoes  this:   "After  [exchanges  are]  once  set  up,  we  cannot  depend  on 
the  institutions  sending  the  material  regularly, " 

Further  criticisms  center  around  failure  to  receive  replies  to 
requests,  inquires  or  proposals  for  exchange;  one  Library  fairly 
observes  that  this  may  be  due  to  the  language  barrier.  It  cannot 
ali\ra.ys  be  assumed  that  the  Brazilian  recipients  have  available  some- 
one who  can  read  or  vrrlte   English  Td.th  ease.  Apparently  only  one  or 
two  U.S.  libraries  habitually  i^rrite  to  Brazil  in  Portuguese, 

Syracuse  University  succintly  points  up  another  vexing  problem 
in  conducting  exchanges:   "...  our  exchange  program  vdth  Brazil  and 
Latin  America  as  a  whole  is  not  good  because  of  no  centralization  of 
exchange  activities  within  Institutions.  Individual  universities 
have  separate  institutes  and  bodies  which  carry  on  their  own  exchange. 
■'"e  cannot  begin  to  correspond  with  so  many  separate  bodies  and  vie 
don't  like  to  duplicate  the  publications  we  send  to  the  same  basic 
institution  but  separate  units  of  it.  Your  lengthy  list  of  institutes 
and  universities  shows  the  almost  impossibility  of  a  large  university 
x^dth  many  interests  to  begin  exchange  relations."

One  response  has  the  real  ring  of  truth:   "Generally 
only  that  which  the  faculty  has  as  a  result  of  reading  some  kind 
of  sketchy  notice  in  some  obscure  journal."  For  the  rest,  the 
library  depends  on  specific  reader  or  faculty  requests,  or  on 
publisher  and  dealer  announcements  and  offers.

Only  three  libraries  volunteered  comments,  as  follows: 

University  of  Florida:  for  music,  "It  would  be  helpful  to 
request  music  stores  or  bookdealers  handling  music  to 
send  us  catalogs  both  of  phonodiscs  and  musical  scores. 
Also,  we  need  some  sort  of  exchange  or  purchase  over 
and  above  present  commercial  jobbers." 

University  of  Utah:   "...  x^re  have  nothing  to  offer  except 
the  suggestion  that  bibliographies  like  Fie hero  be 
expanded  to  include  special  forms  of  materials  where 
their  cost  and/or  difficulty  of  locating  xvarrants." 

Columbus  Memorial  Library:   "I  am  not  sure  that  there  is 
enough  interest  on  the  part  of  American  libraries  in 
these  special-form  materials  from  Brazil  to  warrant 
a  cooperative  effort  in  this  direction.  Possibly  for 
maps,  yes." 
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IV.   Non-current  materials.   (Books,  pamphlets,  back  files  of  periodicals 
and  newspapers). 

a.  Twelve  libraries  either  did  not  reply,  or  indicated  that 
they  do  not  collect  non-current  materials.  Of  the  remainder, 
slightly  over  half  (22)  obtain  retrospective  publications 
from  the  same  supplier  used  for  current  materials.  Eight 
depend  on  specific  dealer  offers.  In  Brazil,  3  each  use 
Leite  and  Susan  Bach,  and  1  orders  from  Kosmos.  In  the 
U.S.,  3  who  use  another  dealer  for  current  materials  use 
Stechert-Hafner  for  non-current  needs;  Caribbean  Books  and 
N.A.  Kovach  (Los  Angeles)  are  each  cited  once.  Among  foreign 
dealers  (l  citation  each)  are  Martinus  Nijhoff  and  Swets  St. 
Zeitlinger  (Netherlands),  and  Tom^s  Pardo  and  F.  Garcia 
Cambeiro  (Argentina). 

For  periodicals  Kraus  is  used  by  4  libraries  and  itelter 
Johnson  by  3.  iiccept  for  periodicals,  none  of  the  libraries 
indicated  specific  subject  specialities  for  the  sources 
named , 

b.  Again,  imprecision  in  the  phrasing  of  the  questionnaire 
resulted  in  some  mixed  and  confusing  answers.  It  is  clear 
that  several  responders  covered  this  question  in  their  reply 
to  the  one  immediately  preceding.  Although  of  dubious 
statistical  value,  the  replies  are  tabulated  below.

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c.  USBE.  Sight  libraries  did  not  reply^  13  do  not  use  USBE 
for  Brazilian  materials,  and  1  is  not  familiar  with  its 
services.  Of  the  29  who  have  used  USES,  14  find  its 
service  satisfactory,  k  do  not  feel  that  it  has  been  very 
productive  for  them,  and  11  did  not  comment »  Only  3 
libraries  supplied  piece  counts  for  receipts,  from  which 
one  might  infer  that  the  judgements  on  USBS's  service  are 
somewhat  subjective. 

The  University  of  Illinois  has  first  chance  at  Brazilian 
publications  (because  of  its  Farming ton  Plan  Commitment) 
and  reports  that  it  has  received  15  books  and  periodical 
articles,  but  did  not  specify  over  how  long  a  period. 


V.   VJhat  are  the  major  problems  in  the  acquisition  of  materials  from 
this  Country?  Recommendations? 

Of  the  responding  libraries,  21  either  did  not  reply  to  this 
question  or  had  no  recommendations  to  make.  The  remainder  vrere 
highly  articulate  in  stating  their  problems,  most  of  which  are  in 
the  nature  of  con^Dlaints.  By  far  the  most  common  relate  to  the 
lack  of  adequate  bibliographic  coverage  of  publications,  whether 
commercial,  governmental  or  institutional  in  origin,  and  monographic, 
seria,l,  periodical  or  non-book  in  form.  VJhile  most  of  the  19 
responses  in  this  area  were  concerned  with  current  publications, 
2  also  would  like  to  have  better  information  on  out-of-print 
materials  as  xuell. 

Another  group  of  complaints  frequently  registered  centers 
around  poor  communication  between  booksellers,  publishers  and  ex- 
change sources  on  the  one  hand  and  American  libraries  on  the  other. 
Participants  at  these  Seminars  are  by  now  familiar  mth  the  problems 
which  are  common  to  acquisitions  from  all  of  Latin  American  coun- 
tries, A  recapitulation  for  Brazil  would  repeat  the  following: 
failure  to  receive  acknowledgement  of  request,  orders  or  inquiries; 
failure  to  receive  the  material;  si o^^r  service;  lack  of  information 
on  publishers'  and  dealers'  policies  and  current  stocks;  non-receipt 
of  catalogs;  improperly-addressed  shipments;  requirement  of  pre- 
payment; poor  follow-up  on  back  orders;  lack  of  follow-through  on 
standing  and  subscription  orders;  unavailability  of  claimed  back 
issues  of  periodicals.  Ti>ro  libraries  deplore  the  smallness  of 
editions — often  exhausted  by  the  time  an  interested  purchaser  has 
learned  of  their  existence.  Three  feel  that  prices  are  too  high, 
and  another  remarks  on  the  extreme  fluidity  of  the  exchange  rate, 
x>rhich  makes  it  difficult  to  determine  at  all  whether  the  price  is 
high  or  low. 
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One  acquisitions  librarian  responded  to  the  question  with  the 
single  \vord  "Irregularity",  v/hich  seems  to  sum  up  the  matter  very 
concisely. 

Possibly  because  the  remedies  are  implied  in  the  criticisms, 
few  libraries  had  specific  recommendations  to  make.     As  suggestions 
which  could  serve  as  the  basis  for  points  of  discussion  or  resolu- 
tions by  this  Seminar,   I  would  like  to  propose  the  follox^ng: 

A,  Bibliographic 

Inprove  bibliographic  coverage  by: 

1)  getting  the  Boletim  Bibliografico  of  the  Biblioteca 
Nacional,  Bibliografia  Brasileira,  and  BBB  up  to  date 
and  issued  on  a  current  basis. 

2)  expanding  coverage  of  the  Fie hero  to  include  Brazil. 

3)  making  an  effort  to  assure  that  non-commercial  publica- 
tions and  non-book  materials  are  included  in  existing 
bibliographies  or  are  covered  in  some  other  manner. 

B,  Pis  t  ributi  onal 

1)  Establish  communication  lines  \iith   publishers  and  book- 
sellers to  determine  which  of  them  are  interested  in 
serving  U.S.  library  orders,  and  setting  up  guide  lines 
to  encourage  adequate  perfornance  in  filling  orders, 
invoicing,  following  through,  and,  where  necessary, 
initial  selection  for  blanket  orders. 

2)  In  view  of  the  special  problems  of  subscription  orders, 
determine  whether  any  satisfactory  dealers  now  exist,  and, 
if  not,  encourage  present  dealers  or  potential  new  ones 
to  specialize  in  servicing  U.S.  library  orders, 

3)  Encourage  U.S.  bookdealers  to  import  and  distribute  Brazilian 
materials  on  a  more  extensive  and  intensive  scale. 

k)     Encourage  government  action  to  improve  mail  service  from 
Brazil, 

C,  Exchange 

1)  Urge  centralization  of  publication  and  exchange  programs 
idthin  Brazilian  government  agencies,  institutions  of 
higher  learning  and  learned  societies. 
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2)  Facilitate   efficient  corrospondence  relating  to  exchanges 
^     by  tte  use  of  bi-lingual  forirnletters  and  postal  cards 

vdth  the  object  of  ndnind.zing  misunderstanding  and 
confusion  arising  from  language  differences. 

3)  Encourage  closer  cooperation  between  U.S.  and  Brazilian 
.          libraries  on  mutual  problems  of  acquisition  of  library

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The  problems  of  acquiring  .Tionographic  publications 
issued  by  governmental  institutions  can  s'^arcely  be  separated 
from  those  involving  serials,  except  tbat  there  are  fev/er  solu- 
tions and  less  available  information.   These  observations  are 
intended  to  review  the  situation  rather  than  effectively  to 
remedy  it. 

This  is  primarily  an  exchange  matter,  since  many  govern- 
mental agencies  offer  their  publications  only  by  exchange,  and 
not  for,  sale.   Althougji  some  titles  may  appear  in  dealer's 
catalogs,  the  advantages  of  acquiring  them  by  exchange  are  nume- 
rous,  : 

Most  institutions  which  issue  serial  publications  also 
issue  monographs,  and  these  are  usually  available  for  exchange 
to  the  same  wxtent.   However,  there  are  many  institutions 
whose  only  publications  are  monographic:  some  of  these  are  of 
considerable  importance. 

The  principal  difficulty  is  the  familiar  one,  lack  of 
bibliographic  information.   The  following  sources  provid  some 
assistance:

and  22  series  titles. 

2.  Revista  do  Livr£»  issued  by  the  Institute  Nacional  do 
Livro,  which"includes  a  bibliography  of  works  published 
during  the  previous  half-year.   (Mo.  23-2^,  July-Decem- 
ber 1961,  lists  98  official  monographs,  including  6? 
Federal,  29  State,  and  2  Municipal;  and  32  series  titles,) 

3.  Any  of  the  numerous,  bibliographies  published  by  the 
Institute  Brasileiro  de  Bibliographia  e  Documanta9ao. 

4.  Bibliographic  bulletins  and  accessions  lists  published 
by  many  institutions  and  available  free  or  on  exchange; 
also,  bibliographies  included  in  many  learned  publica- 
tions. 

5.  New  Serial  Titles,  published  by  the  Library  of  Congress 
(for  monographic  series). 

^^   UJ^QSCo  Bulletin  for  Libraries,  which  includes  notices 
of  publications  available  free  or  on  exchange,  as  well 
as  reviews  and  other  useful  information. 
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7.  Announcements  and  book  reviews  from  many  sources. 

8.  Government  organization  manuals  and  guides,  when  avail- 
able. 

It  is  also  important  to  continue  asking  for  lists  of 
available  titles  from  institutions  with  v;hich  exchanges  are  in 
effect.   In  many  cases  one  must  rely  on  the  good  will  and  co- 
operation of  the  participating  institutions  to  supply  this  in- 
formation and  the  publications  themselves. 

Some  institutions  send  out  mimeographed  lists  of  dupli- 
cates available  for  exchange.   Although  these  lists  are  very 
helpful  in  filling  gaps  in  serial  collections,  the  entries  for 
monographs  sometimes  lack  sufficient  information  concerning 
author,  imprint,  etc.,  creating  difficulties  in  searching  and 
selection. 

According  to  a  recent  survey,  the  Library  of  Congress  has 
active  exchange  relations  with  283  institutions  in  Brazil;  of 
these,  201  are  governmental  (96  Federal,  99  State,  and  6  muni- 
cipal).  The  following  table  shows  the  n^amber  which  supply  LC 
with  monographs  and  v/ith  monographic  series;  the  total  number 
of  such  piecedi  recieved  is  not  available*

Most  of  the  above  mentioned  institutions  also  supply  serial 
publications. 

During  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1,  1959  and  ending 
June  50i  i960,  (the  latest  year  for  which  such  statistics  are 
available),  the  Library  of  Congress  received  from  Brazil  on 
exchange  a  total  of  818  monographs,  an  estimated  550  of  which 
were  from  official  sources. 

As  we  have  seen,  a  great  many  monographs  appear  in  numbered 
series.   The  acquisition  of  such  series  is  easier  than  of  other 
monographs,  but  is  much  more  difficult  than  for  periodicals, 
since  (1)  information  is  scarce,  (2)  they  are  issued  irregularly, 
and  (3)  some  titles  in  a  given  series  may  be  of  more  interest 
or  importance  than  others. 

There  is  appended  a  partial  list  of  monographic  series  issued 
by  governmental  institutions  in  Brazil,  Most,  if  not  all,  are 
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available  for  exchange.

1,  History 

1.1  First  Brazilian  Congress  of  Library  Science. 

The  year  of  1954  constituted  an  historic  landmark  in 
Brazilian  library  science,  because  for  the  first  time  Brazilian 
librarians  had  the  chance  of  meeting  to  deal  v/ith  questions  of 
common  interest. 

Under  the  auspices  of  the  Universidade  do  Recife  and  the 
Diretoria  de  Documentagao  da  Prefeitura  Municipal,  the  first  Bra- 
zilian Congress  of  Library  Science  took  place. 

On  that  occasion,  the  Brazilian  librarians  had  the  chance 
to  discuss  for  the  first  time,  the  problems  of  inter-library 
exchange  of  publications,  and  they  voted  the  following  recommendations; 

1)  That  exchange  between  Brazilian  libraries  and 
between  them  and  foreign  libraries  be  promoted. 

2)  That  all  the  specialized  libraries  participate  in 
the  exchange  program  of  UNESCO, 
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3)  That  postal  reductions  or  even  poctal  exemptions 
be  obtained  for  all  libm.iies,  for  the  purx:ose  of 
exchange  of  bibliographic  material. 

1.2  Seminar  on  National  and  International  E:cchange  of 
Publications 

This  seminar  took  place  under  the  auspices  of  the  Universi- 
dade  de  Sao  Paulo,  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Associa9ao  Paulis- 
ta  de  Bibliotec4rios  and  of  the  Institute  Brasileiro  de  Educa9ao, 
Ciencia,  e  Cultura  (IBECC),  from  the  26th  to  the  30th  of  June,  1956, 
upon  the  suggestion  of  the  regional  center  of  UNESCO  in  the  '/estern 
Hemisphere. 

A  circular  was  sent  to  all  chiefs  of  governmental  agencies 
urging  the  presence  of  a  representative  of  each  institution, 
v;ho  might  be  a  specialist  in  the  exchange  v/crk. 

The  agenda  covered  the  following  topics: 

1)  Publication  exchange  in  Brazil.  Methods  used  and 
results  obtained.   Present  situation, 

2)  Agreements  signed  by  the  government  for  the  exchange 
of  publications. 

3)  Libraries  and  institutions  that  put  out  publica- 
tions and  are  desirous  of  participating  in  exchange. 

k)   Exchange  of  duplicates  and  surplus  material, 
3)  Basis  for  organization  of  a  Co-ordinating  center 
for  exchange  of  publications. 
This  Seminajr  succeeded  greatly,  and  various  recommendations 
were  submitted  to  the  Brazilian  government,  dealing  chiefly  v;ith: 

1)  The  creation  of  a  Co-ordinating  Center  of  Exchange 
(resulting  from  the  revamping  of  the  existing  services 
in  the  Biblioteca  Nacional, 

2)  The  creation  of  a  network  of  regional  centers  for 
publication  exchange  subordinated  to  the  co-ordinating 
center, 

[See  Appendix  I  for  the  recoramendaoions  of  the  Seminar.] 

1.3  Second  Brazilian  Congress  of  Libraxy  Science  and  Documen- 
tation 

The  Second  Brazilian  Congress  of  Library  Science  and  Do- 
cumentation took  place  in  Salvador,  in  July  1939,  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Universidade  da  Baliia. 

The  eighth  topic  of  this  Congress  dealt  with  inter-library 
exchange,  with  the  following  sub- topics: 

a)  cooperative  cataloguing 

b)  union  catalogs 

c)  inter-library  loans 

d)  exchange 

During  the  plenary  sessions  the  theses  presented  in 
Sao  Paulo  were  touched  upon  and  once  again  the  recommendations 
of  that  Congress  were  submitted  to  the  Brazilian  Government.

1.^  Third  Brazilian  Congrec^  cf  Library  Science  and  Documenta- 
tion. 

Tne   Public  Library  of  Paranli  sponsored  the  Third  Congress 
of  Library  Science  and  Documentation,  which  took  place  in  Curitiba 
from  the  8th  to  the  15th  of  January  1961. 

The  fifth  topic  was  devoted  to  Public  Relations  and  Ex- 
change and  the  following  recomi^endation  was  agreed  upon: 

^0.  That  the  study  of  the  possibility  of  the  granting 
of  postal  exemption  for  the  realization  of  the 
exchange  of  bibliographic  material  between  libraries 
and  documentation  agencies  be  submitted  to  the 
Executive  and  Legislative  branches  of  the  Government. 

1.5  Fourth  Brazilian  Congress  of  Library  Science  and  Documenta- 
tion. 

Under  the  auspices  of  the  University  of  Ceara  the  Fourth 
Brazilian  Congress  of  Library  Science  and  Documentation  will  take 
place  in  Fortaleza  between  the  7th  and  the  iHh  of  July,  1965. 
It  will  discuss  as  its  first  topic  'Technical  processes  and  ex- 
change". The  recommendations  voted  upon  by  previous  Congresses 
will  be  supported  and  strengthened  by  the  Fourth  Congress  in  the 
hope  of  bringing  about  the  rationalization  of  the  exchange  service 
in  Brazil, 

2,  Agencies  dealing  with  Exchange  in  Brazil. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  we  do  not  yet  have  a  coordinating 
center  of  publications  exchange  in  Brazil,  some  official  institu- 
tions have  been  filling  that  gap,  either  officially  or  informally. 
To  mention  but  a  few: 

2.1  Biblioteca  Nacional  (National  Library),  Rio  de  Janeiro. 

The  Decree  no.  197  of  February  1,  I89O,  created,  as  an 
annex  of  the  Biblioteca  Nacional,  an  Agency  of  International 
Exchange . 

The  fusion  of  this  agency  with  Biblioteca  Nacional  was 
enacted  by  the  Decree  no,  I56  of  October  15,  I89O,  which  set  up 
the  Section  of  Administration  of  Exchange. 

The  Biblioteca  Nacional  has  talcen  charge  of  the  sector  of 
International  Exchanges  thus  has  discharged  with  regularity  the 
responsibilities  talien  by  the  Brazilian  Government  in  the  Brussels 
Convention  and  inter-American  agreements  (See  Appendix  II  for  an 
account  of  the  agreements)  : 

a)  It  systematically  and  regularly  sends  abroad  the 
official  publications  which  it  receives  for  that 
purpose. 
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b)  It  corresponds  with  a  grovving  number  of  institutions 
with  which  it  exchanges  and  thus  enriches  its  re- 
sources. 

c)  It  distributes  throughout  Brazil  the  publications 
received  from  abroad, 

d)  It  attends  to  inquiries  from  scientific  institutions 
concerning  the  exchange  of  scientific  publications, 

e)  It  sends  to  specialized  institutions  publications 
received  from  abroad  v/hich  are  out-of-scope  for  its 
own  collection. 

For  that  purpose  the  Biblioteca  Nacional  has:  a)  a  file 
containing  the  names  of  national  and  foreign  institutions  with 
v;hich  exchange  is  made  and  individual  cards  containing  lists  of  the 
publications  sent  and,  on  the  back,  of  the  publications  received 
by  the  Biblioteca  Nacional:   b)  a  file  containing  a  list  of  the 
official  publications  being  distributed  and  the  names  of  the 
institutions  v/hich  receive  them, 

2.2  Brazilian  Institute  of  Bibliography  and  Documentation 
(Institute  Brasileiro  de  Bibliografia  e  Docuraentagao) 

On  February  27,  195^  by  the  Decree  no.  3512^,  in  terms  of 
the  Lav;  no.  1,310  of  January  15,  1951,  the  Institute  Brasileiro  de 
Bibliografia  e  Documentajao  v/as  created  v/ithin  the  framework  of 
the  National  Council  of  iResearch  with  the  following  purposes: 

a)  To  implement  the  creation  and  development  of 
specialized  services  in  bibliography  and  documentation; 

b)  To  stimulate  the  interchange  between  libraries  sind 
documentation  centers  on  both  national  and  interna- 
tional levels 

c)  To  stimulate  and  coordinate  a  better  utilization  of 
the  bibliographic  and  documentary  resources  of  the 
country  v;ith  a  view  to  their  use  in  scienfic  and 
technological  research. 

Due  to  the  dispersion  and  lack  of  support  of  intellectual 
work  in  Brazil,  the  Institute  Bralileiro  de  Bibliografia  e  Doc- 
umenta9ao  unites  the  functions  pertaining  to  specialized  documen- 
tation centers  and  those  pertaining  to  general  bibliographical 
centers,  so  as  to  facilitate  not  only  the  research  by  the  various 
scientific,  technical  and  industrial  entities,  but  also  to  promote 
bibliographic  work  which  is  basic  to  the  development  of  scientific 
research  and  of  higher  education  in  Brazil, 

Through  the  Seccao  de  Informa^oes  e  Intercambio  do  Servigo 
de  Informa9oes  Tecnico-Cientificas,  the  IBBD  has  been  promoting  the 
exchange  of  information  between  the  institutions  of  scientific  and 
techinological  research  and  national  and  international  documenta- 
tion centers. 

The  contributions  of  IBBD  to  the  program  of  exchange  of 
publications  is  substamtiated  by: 
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a)  t;ie  setting  up  of  the  Mations.l  Union  Catalog  of 
booJis  and  pei'iodicrJ.s 

b)  publication  of  a  current  Brazilian  bibliography 
in  the  fields  of  oocial  sciences,  mathematics, 
physics,  chemistry,  medicine,  botany,  zoology,  nu- 
clear energy  and  documentation 

c)  the  publication  of  "Periodicos  Brasileiros  de 
Cultura",  a  v/ork  which  describes  the  great  majority 
of  Brazilian  periodicals,  constituting  a  valuable 
source  of  reference  for  the  exchange  of  periodicals 

d)  the  publication  in  1962  of  Bibliotecas  Especializadas 
Brasileiras:   Quia  para  Intercambio  Bibliografico 
(Brr.zilian  Special  Libraries;  A  Guide  for  Inter- 
library  Exchange)  in  whose  preface  one  reads:   "in 
order  to  facilitate  an  increase  in  the  different 
types  of  cooperation  which  should  exist  between 
libraries — such  as  exchange  of  bibliographic  in- 
formation, inter-library  loans,  exchange  of  microfilms 
and  other  varieties  of  reproductions,  cooperative 
cataloging,  centralized  buying,  storage  libraries, 
exchange  of  publications,  cooperative  acquisitions, 
union  catalogs,  etc, — IBBD  now  publishes  this  account 
of  specialized  Brazilian  libraries  as  a  guide  to 
inter-libraries  exchange." 

It  will  be  published  annually,  in  revised  editions, 
as  a  result  of  the  permanent  cooperation  between  the 
libraries  which  desire  to  tal^e  part  in  scientific  or 
bibliographic  information  in  Brazil  and  will  be  useful 
as  a  source  of  the  exchange  of  publications. 

.  .2,3  Regional  Centers  of  Bibliographical  Information 

With  the  advance  of  university  studies  in  Brazil,  almost 
all  of  the  states  of  the  Brazilian  Federation  already  have  their 
own  universities. 

IBBD,  through  the  agreements  with  the  federal  universities, 
has  set  up  a  network  of  regional  centers  of  bibliographic  infor- 
mation, which  not  only  maintain  the  union  catalog  of  books  and 
periodicals  of  the  region,  but  also  serve  informally  as  coordinating 
centers  of  exchange  in  the  region. 

These  centers  receive  regularly  national  and  foreign 
publications,  and  distribute  them  among  the  libraries  in  their 
regions .

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3.  Present  Situation 

3.1  National  Exchange  Center 

There  is  a  need  in  Brazil  for  the  coordination  of  national 
activities  in  exchange. 

A  national  coordinating  center  of  exchange  is  desirable. 
However,  aside  from  the  recommendations  of  the  congresses  • 
mentioned  above,  nothing  has  been  done. 

The  exchange  service  of  the  Biblioteca  Nacional,  lacking 
a  budget  and  personnel,  does  not  fulfill  its  responsibilities; 
moreover,  it  does  not  coordinate  exchanges  for  Brazil. 

3.2  List  of  Official  Publications 

International  cooperation  in  exchange  has  as  its  basis 
national  organization. 

Government  documents  occupy  an  outstanding  position  in 
international  exchange,  but  there  is  not  a  list  or  bibliography 
of  Brazilian  official  and  semi-official  publications. 

It  is  thus  necessary  to  consult  all  the  existing 
bibliographies  in  order  to  have  an  idea  of  the  official  publica- 
tions both  on  the  federal  and  on  the  state  level,  but  even  so 
the  information  obtained  will  be  incomplete  and  inaccurate. 

3.3  Current  Brazilian  Bibliography 

An  inventory  of  a  country's  current  bibliographic  pro- 
duction is  essential  to  exchange. 

There  is  not  in  Brazil  a  current  national  bibliography ^ 
comj^arable  to  the  British  National  Bibliography  or  the  Cumulative 
Book  Index. 

The  bibliographies  of  the  Institute  Brasileiro  de  Bi- 
bliografia  e  Document a9ao  cover  certain  fields  as  we  saw  in 
2.2  b. 

The  Bibliographic  Bulletin  of  the  Biblioteca  Nacional 
mentions  only  that  library's  accessions  through  legal  deposit, 
and  its  publication  is  invariable  late. 

We  only  have  in  Brazil  the  publication  of  National 
Association  of  publishers  of  Books  and  Cultural  Publications, 
to  serve  as  guides  for  exchange,  such  as: 

3.3,1  BBB-  Pevista  dos  Editores 

Boletim  Bibliografico  Brasileiro 
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The  (Brazilian  Bibliographic  Sulletin)  was  founded  in 
1952,  and  with  issue  no.  76  ( January-February »  19^3)  has  completed 
ten  years  ^^ot  publication. 

Conceived  originally  as  a  meajis  of  publicizing  Brazilian 
publishing,  it  asserts  in  the  issue  which  celebrates  its  tenth 
anniversary,  that  it  is,  "the  only  Brazilian  publication  which 
presents  monthly  a  Brazilian  bibliography,  complete,  up-to-date 
and  strictly  technical." 

This  bulletin  should  be  in  principle,  a  monthly  pub- 
lication but  its  last  issue  (published  in  January  of  19^3) 
presents  the  months  of  June  through  December  of  1962,  It  is 
classified  by  subject,  in  accordance  with  the  Dewey  Decimal 
system,  containing  a  title  index,  but  lacking  one  for  authors. 

3.3.2  Edigoes  Brasileiras 

This  publications  appeared  in  January  of  1963 1  and  con- 
stitutes a  quarterly  catalog  of  books  published  in  Brazil.  In 
accordance  with  its  preface,  it  "is  the  first  cat.^log  of  books 
published  in  this  country  with  the  purpose  of  registering  all  or 
the  largest  possible  number  of  works  published  in  Brazil,  for 
which  purpose  a  substantial  number  of  publishers  were  brought 
together,  Tlie  absence  of  a  similar  publication  was  thus  believed 
to  constitute  a  lacuna  in  general  publishing  activity  and  in 
Brazilian  6ultural  diffusion." 

It  is  therefore  a  union  catalog  of  Brazilian  publishers,  • 
the  v;orks  appearing  in  ten  categories  of  0/9,  with  separate  author 
and  title  indexes,  other  specifications  also  being  provided  such 
as:  publishers*  addresses,  prices,  etc.  The  first  issue  reg- 
istered 2,17^  titles  from  ^3  different  publishers. 

3.^  Publications  of  Scientific  Institutions  and 
Associations 

The  research  done  by  organizations  is  publicized  in  their 
respective  bulletins,  annuals  and  reports.  There  is  not  in  Brazil 
a  special  bibliography  covering  this  type  of  information;  that  is, 
done  by  scientific  associations  and  institutions.  The  Brazilian 
Bibliography  of  Education,  the  Technicoligal  Index,  the  Bib- 
liographies of  I.B.B.D,  etc,  are  not  confined  to  selecting  the 
publications  from  the  research  organizations. 

3.5  Contribution  of  U.S.B.E. 

The  United  States  Book  Exchange  has  cooperated  in  a 
positive  manner  with  the  exchange  program  in  Brazil.  More  than 
one  hundred  Brazilian  libraries  are  affiliated  with  the  USBE  and 
receive  monthly  its  list  of  available  publications. 
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For  example,  the  Biblioteca  Central  do  Institute  Tec- 
nologico  da  Aeronautic  a,  has  oucceecled,  with  the  help  of  the 
USBE,  in  organizing  complete  collections  of  periodicals  in  the 
field  of  aeronautics, 

3.6  Conclusion 

publication  Exchange  in  Brazil  has  been  limited  to  the 
isolated  efforts  of  individual  organizations j  which  attain  their 
goal  through  a  library-to-library  method  without  coordination  on 
a  nation-wide  basis.  Lack  of  guidelines  for  exchange,  such  as 
lists  of  official  publications  and  bibliographies  of  scientific  .- 
publications,  has  been  solved  partly  be  the  bibliographies  pub- 
lished by  the  IBBD,  by  isolated  bibliographies  (such  as  Bib- 
liografia  Brasileira  de  Educagao,  published  by  the  Centre  de 
pesquisas  Educacionais),  and  by  the  editions  of  the  Si^ndicaco 
Nacional  de  Editdres  de  Livros, 

As  far  as  postage  is  concerned,  ajJL  the  federal  agenci..-T 
already  have  postage  exemption  within  Brazil  and  reduced  posta^^o 
for  international  transactions. 

The  state  agencies,  however,  do  not  benefit  from  postal 
exemption  or  reduced  rates. 

In  conclusion,  there  is  not  in  Brazil  a  governmental 
program  of  publications  exchange,  either  on  the  federal  or  on  the 
state  level,  »

Convention  B  on  immediate  exchange  of  official  gazettes, 
annals  and  parliamentary  documents.   Created  in  I886,  it  was  ratified 
in  1889  by  Belgium,  Brazil,  Italy,  Portugal,  Serbia,  Spain  and  the 
United  States.  Other  countries  joined  later,  in  the  following  order: 
Uruguay,  1889;  Czechoslovakia,  1921;  Poland,  Rumania  and  the  Domini- 
can Republic,  1923;  Hungary,  Latvia  and  Danzig,  1926;  China,  1926; 
Egypt,  1928. 

Interamerican  convention  on  publications  exchange,  con- 
cluded in  Buenos  Aires,  December  23,  1936,  signed  by  Argentina, 
Bolivia,  Brazil,  Chile,  Colombia,  Costa  Rica,  Cuba,  the  Dominican 
Republic,  Ecuador,  El  Salvador,  Guatemala,  Haiti ^  Honduras,  Mexico, 
Nicaragua,  Panama,  Paraguay,  Peru,  the  United  States,  Uruguay,  and 
Venezuela,   El  Salvador  and  the  Dominican  Republic  ratified  in  1957;

The  Organization  of  American  States   (OAS)  unites  the  21  republics 
of  the  V/estern  Hemisphere  for  the  common  purpose  of  maintaining  the 
peace,    ensuring  freedom  and  security,   and  promoting  the  welfare  of  all 
Americans,     The  member  states  are  Argentina,  Bolivia,  Brazil,   Chile, 
Colombia,   Costa  Rica,  Cuba,  the  Dominican  Republic,  Ecuador,  El  Salvador, 
Guatemala,  Haiti,  Honduras,  Mexico,  Nicaragua,  Panama,  Paraguay,  Peru, 
the  United  States,  Uruguay,   and  Venezuela, 

The  OAS  is  an  outgrowth  of  the  International  Union  of  Aiiierican 
Republics,   created  in  1890  during  the  First  International  Conference  of 
American  States,   held  in  Washington,   D.   C.     Today,   it  operates  through 
a  large  number  of  different  agencies  and  institutions  throughout  the 
Hemisphere,   all  contributing  to  the  objective  of  preserving  the  peace 
and  security  of  the  member  states  and  promoting,   by  cooperative^ action, 
t^eir  economic,   social,   and  cultural  development.     The  Pan  iimerican 
Union,  the  central  and  permanent  organ  and  G^eral  Secretariat  of  the 
OAS,  has  its  headquarters  in  V/ashington,   D,   C, 
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
